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Watergate Prize: Kent Students Upheld?

KENT, OHIO — Three years ago 
Elaine Miller called the Kent State 
Campus to tell her son to come 
home until the trouble was over. Her 
son’s roommate told her, “He’s _ 
dead.” For three years Mrs. Miller 
refused to read about or listen to 
stories about Kent. She wouldn’t 
join the other parents, especially 
Arthur Krause, father of Allison, in 
fighting to vindicate their children. 


Then suddenly things changed. 
She was travelling through Baton 
Rouge, La. the day two black 
students were shot in 1972. She 
began reading about Watergate. She 
couldn’t hold it in any longer. So she 
wrote in June to newly appointed at- 
torney general Elliot Richardson: 


“You’ve only just become Attorney 
General, and I will allow myself to 
have hope once more, that perhaps 


you will be human enough to do 
something.” 

Atty. Gen. Richardson has done 
something, although it is not exactly 
clear what he has in mind. Almost 
two years to the day after Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell announced that the 
federal government would not con- 
vene a grand jury to look into the 
Kent affair (an_ announcement 
released on a Friday afternoon after 
Congress had adjourned for the 
summer and the press had 
scattered), a new announcement 
was made in the Great~ Hall of 
Justice. The AG had authorized J. 


- Stanley Pottinger, the button-down, 


clean cut young Assistant AG for 
Civil Rights, to launch “an ad- 
ditional inquiry” into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
shooting. 

Why. now? Mr. Pottinger took 


pains to deny repeatedly that there 
was the slightest hint that the 
previous investigation had been in- 
adequate. In fact, he stressed, the 
new inquiry might well produce the 
same results. He said that civil suits 
brought by some parents of the vic- 
tims, as well as congressional in- 
quiries, student petitions and con-. 
tinual press inquiries figured in the 
decesion. Not a word about any new 
evidence. Nor a mention of 
mysterious undercover agent Terry 
Norman, whose name hit the 
headlines last week as one possibly 
responsible for the national guard 
fusillade. 

Congress, parents, students. . . 
none of them would have gotten 
anywhere without the pressures of 
Watergate. And some skeptics in 
Congressional offices are predicting 
that it still may lead nowhere -- 


with the inquiry quietly dropped 
after a prudent interval — unless. 
these pressures are maintained. 


To predict the odds 6h a grand 
jury, it is instructive to look 
backwards. That the Kent Issue is 
alive at all is largely due to the in- 
credible determination of a small 
band of Kent students and to 
restless, emotional Arhtur Krause, 
father of tall, lovely, outspoken 
Allison, the young woman who put a 
flower in a national guard rifle. For 
three years Krause has been obsess- 
ed with vindicating her death. He 
has relentlessly phoned newsmen 
with any smidgin of news, appeared 
on TV (his voice cracking into; 
tears), fired off letters-to anyone and 
any publication which would listen.

The International Society for the Protection of Animals lists 
lizards as an endangered species, and Massachusetts law 
prohibits the sale of products made from the skin of animals on 
the list. While the law isn’t stringently enforced, you should note 
that virtually all reptiles and amphibians are in danger of ex- 
tinction. I would suggest buying boots made from a plastic fac- 
simile. Incidentally, there is a hearing scheduled at the State 
House’s Gardner Auditorium on August 7th at 10:30 am to con- 
sider revamping the Fish and Game Department with an eye 
toward more citizen participation in enforcing existing laws — 
including the endangered species statute.

The Dirty Writers of America held a press conference at Max’s 
Kansas City in New York in June of 1971 during a week of 
picketing the offices of Olympia Press, located across the street. 
While there were charges of stifling of creativity and absence of 
humor levied against Olympia publisher Maurice Girodias, the 
gist of the dispute centered around more mundane matters — 
money. Olympia authors Sam Abrams (Barbara) and George 
Kimbal (Only Skin Deep) announced that they were initiating a 
class-action suit against Girodias, demanding an independent 
auditing of books (both sets, they charged) and restitution of 
back royalties due them on their books. Many other Olympia 
authors, including Diane DiPrima, Barry Malzberg, and Terry 
Southern, joined the DWA in their battle with Girodias, and the 
pornographers harassed the Olympia offices for days with 
picket signs (“NOT ONE MORE DIRTY WORD”; “GIRODIAS 
IS ODIOUS”’). The issue was ultimately moot, since a combina- 
tion of bad business practices, shady deals, the pirating of his 
books by other porn publishers, and Supreme Court decisions 
has virtually bankrupted Girodias.

Steven Tuscher says he would like to 
have shock treatments. He has a friend 
with whom he hitched across the country 
once, and that friend has had schock 
treatments and now can’t remember the 
places they went. Steven Tuscher would 
like to forget about Friday the 13th. 

That was the night last month when 
Steve and Jeremiah Lynch were picked 
up in front of The Other Side, a Bay 
Village bar, were driven to the Ar- 
boretum, beaten, stabbed, robbed, and 
stuffed in a sewer. Jerry Lynch suffocated 
to death in the muddy sewer waters under 
him. Steve was able to crawl out — five 
hours after the mugging. 

“Like, I’ve had nightmares,” he said. 
“Like I can smell the sewer. Sometimes I 
wake up in the middle of the night hear- 
ing Jerry yelling, screaming, as they were 
knifing and beating him . . . I want psy- 
chiatric help. I want the shock treatments 
to help me forget.” 

And it isn’t just the night that he 
remembers. It’s crawling out of the sewer 
as some bloody “monster” and having to 
ask three different people for help before 
someone responded. It’s knowing that two 
of the murder suspects have been released 
on their personal recognizance, and that 
there were six people who tried to kill both 
him and Lynch. It’s learning that his 
family has gotten several unidentified 
phone calls. It’s the kind of treatment he 
has received at the place he is. It’s worry- 
ing about what it will be like when he tries 
to start living a normal life again. 

Tuscher didn’t look that worse for wear 
when he greeted me. Whatever his hair 
length was, it is cropped now, but neatly. 
He wore a big bow tie, flowered shirt, 
dress slacks, white shoes. Very mellow, for 
a guy who has so much to keep remember- 
ing. The story is not told frantically, and 
it’s not told in a monotone. 

The evening of July 13th began fairly 
normal for Steve. He was going to go to a 
baseball game with his father, then decid- 
ed he’d rather go drinking, ‘maybe meet 
some chick.”’ He started out at the 
Groggery, didn’t like the music there, and 
remembered that a girl friend at work had 
told him The Other Side was a good bar. 
He took a cab to Bay Village, where he’d 
not been before, and mistakenly walked 
into Jacques bar. 

“I had some drinks there, talked to a 
chick who was a lesbian,” he said. ‘‘She 
was friendly with me, you know, and I 
bought her some drinks. I told her I’d 
never been there before and didn’t know 
what to expect.” 

About a half-hour later, he realizes he’s 
not in The Other Side. He crosses the 
street, alone, meets Jerry in the bar. A few 
more drinks. Jerry seems to know the 
other people, and Steve bops around the 
bar with him. “I danced with some chick,

then another girl jumped in. It was weird, 
but I was having a good time.” 

Then it’s closing time. Outside, Jerry 
meets this other guy, and the other guy 
tells about this party. Steve doesn’t have 
a driver’s license, it’s late, and he thinks 
maybe he can crash at the place where the 
party is, or perhaps get a ride home to the 
suburbs. 


"Tt turns out there were five other guys 
who were with the guy who approached 
Jerry. “Jerry was all in favor of going to 
the party. I was kind of concerned. But 
the next thing I knew we were going along 
and there were eight of us.” 

Jerry and Steve get sandwiched in the 
back seat of the car between two others. 
The guy “who seemed to be the leader” 
appears to “‘be after Jerry, physically . . . 
He kept promising Jerry all these things, 
you know, like let me blow you.” But 
there’s not a lot of talk in the car. The 
driver seems to know where he’s going, 
and Steve, “All I knew was that I was go- 


ing to a party.” 


The car gets to the Arboretum in 
Jamaica Plain and stops at this big gate. 
The South St. Gate. “It looked like an es- 
tate,’ Steve remembers, “And I said, 
‘Hey, wow! These people are really rich.’ 
And the other guys said, ‘Yeah. Yeah. 
Yeah.’ I asked where all the cars were, and 
they said, ‘Let’s go to the party’ and they 
started walking up this little road beyond 
the gates.” . 

About 500 feet up the drive Steve and 
Jerry begin to get paranoid and keep ask- 
ing where the party is. The “leader” of the 
group goes up on an embankment and 
asks Jerry to join him. “I didn’t know 
what they were doing, but their voices got 
loud, so I yelled to them: ‘Hey, what’s go- 
ing on.’ The guy said nothing. And I said, 
‘Leave Jerry alone, will you please.’ ” 

The leader comes back down the em- 
bankment and asks if Steve wants to 
“pick a bone with me.” Steve notes that 
the odds aren’t particularly good, so even 
though he wants to smack the guy, he says 
no. “But will you leave Jerry alone? And 
where the hell is the party?” Another 


member of the gang jumps into the verbal 
fray, saying “Hey, calm down. Peace, 
baby. We shouldn’t be this way, yelling, 
getting our angers up.” 

And then it’s like the police said, only a 
little bit more bloody. Someone hollers 
“Now!”’ and fists start flying. Three on 
Steve. Three on Jerry. Steve tries to fight 
for some running room, but is surrounded, 
goes down. “They hit my face, my 
stomach, everywhere. The punches were 
pretty hard. And then I felt the knives.” 
Somebody slices his arm, and Steve il- 
lustrates his narrative by unbuttoning his 
flowered shirt to show the scar. Somebody 
hits him in the head with a rock. © 
Somehow his leg is broken. 

“] was just at the point of going out, 
and I could feel my watch come off, my 
rings come off, somebody going through 
my pockets. One person was doing all 
that, and the others kept kieking me. 
They dropped a boulder on my head. 
Some guy had broken an antenna off the 
car and started poking to get my eyes.”’ 
Steve touches some little half-inch rings 
that have been etched into his face. 

He remembers being dragged across the 
road by his legs, and as he talks he feels 
his back, but doesn’t bother to show those 
wounds. The next thing he remembers is 
waking up in the sewer. It’s very tight 
quarters and Steve is stuffed into the hole 
in a jacknife position, feet above head. He 
can’t stand up or move around. 
Underneath him, in the water, is Jerry. 
Steve figures he was there for about three 
and a half hours. 

The water is flowing over him, but is 
getting blocked by Jerry’s body, and slow- 
ly begins to rise, getting up to about 
Steven’s chin. 

Oh, but sometime during those 
cramped hours, Steve hears someone 
come near the sewer, “I was yelling and 
screaming for help. This man says, ‘Are 
you down there?’ I said, ‘Yes, Get me out 
of here.’ ”’ The man says he will go to call 
the police, and the man goes away. 

Steve panics. Prays. Finally gets his 
arms loose, pushes himself up, kicks off 
the sewer cover, throws an arm over the 
edge (it’s not a terribly deep sewer) and 
comes out feet first. 

He remembers crawling to the gate, 
resting, crawling beyond the gate. “An 
older type man and an older lady”’ are 
walking through the grounds. It is mor- _ 
ning. “I got about 20 feet away and said, 
‘Oh, please help me. My friend, I think 
he’s dead.’ They looked at me and said, 
‘Well, there’s the highway over there.’ 
That’s all.” 

Steve concedes that his appearance 
may not have been very attractive. Pants 
half ripped off, a face swollen “out to 
here” (he gestures about six inches on

Light in August: The Bombing Ends

The Nixon Doctrine for Indochina has 
been an attempt to forge a fragmented 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia through 
the use of American air-power, military 
and economic aid to its client regimes. A 
united Indochina is not considered in the 
American interest because Southeast Asia 
then could be economically strong and 
politically important. 

American air-power has been used wan- 
tonly to try to weaken the revolutionary 
forces, to deny them the use of land under 
their control, and to prevent them from 
taking over the cities and large towns. It 
has also been used to locate refugees who 
retreat to areas under the control of the 
client regimes—euphemistically called 
“forced urbanization” —and deny popular 
support to the revolutionaries. To control 
the population and to build up large ar- 
mies, U.S. military and economic aid has 
been pumped into the three countries at 
the rate of seven to eight billion dollars a 
year. 

But the use of American air-power 
proved costly and ineffective in weaken- 
ing or deterring the revolutionary forces. 
In South Vietnam it failed to slow their 
1972 offensives. Nor did the bombing of 


force the North Vietnamese to back off. 
Faced with world condemnation (even 
from its- former war allies such as 
Australia and New Zealand) and the clear 


the cities and towns in North Vietnam . 


failure of the air war, the Nixon ad- 
ministration was forced to sign the 
January 27 Paris Agreements. 

Much of the countryside has been 
destroyed and 10 million of a population 
of about 17 million are refugees (accor- 
ding to the Senate Subcommittee on 
Refugees, February 28, 1973). But the 
Nixon administration still hopes con- 
tinued American military and economic 
aid will enable the Thieu regime to main- 
tain control of the population. According 
to the: Department of Defense (DoD) Ap- 
propriations for 1974, the Hearings before 
the Senate Committee on Armed Services 
for Military Procurement for fiscal year 
1974, the Military Budget Support (MBS) 
under the so-called Food For Peace 
Program, and the Agency for Inter- 
national Development FY 1974 Program 
Presentation to the Congress, the com- 
bined military and economic aid to the 
Thieu regime is about 2.5 billion dollars. 

The Nixon administration has the same 
high hopes for Laos. The same sources in- 
dicate that combined military and 
economic aid to the Phouma regime is 
about 500 million dollars for FY 1974. Aid 
totalled about 420 million dollars for FY 
1973 according to the May 31, 1972 Report 
on Foreign Assistance of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. In fact? the 
Nixon administration thinks that its 
policy may work even better in Laos since 


this country has a total population of only 
3 million persons and since the CIA and 
Thai mercenaries are still operating there 
in force. While CIA expenditures are not 
known, the United States has been paying 
$100 million a year to get about 17,000 
Thai mercenaries to hold the quavering 
front line for the Phouma regime 
(Washington Post, July 30, 1973). During 
FY 1973, 118 million dollars was spent on 
them. Meanwhile, a soldier in the 
Phouma army receives about $8 a month 
(Washington Post, August 3, 1973). If the 
Unites States were to use the money spent 
on Thai mercenaries and divide it equally 
among the one million Laotians under its 
control, each man, woman and child 
would receive about $100‘a year, or as 
much as each soldier is now receiving in 
order to feed his whole family. It is the 
American hope that military and 
economic aid would provide incentives for 
the population under the control of the 
Phouma regime to remain “loyal.” 

The American intention is clear to both 
the Pathet Lao and the Provisionary 
Revolutionary Government (PRG) of 
South Vietnam. They signed the peace 
agreement because they were confident of 
their popular support, that the dynamics 
of peace would encourage the population 
to return to the countryside and eventual- 
ly undo the Thieu and Phouma regimes. 
It would have been foolish of them to in- 


vite continued destruetion on the popula- 
tion when they could achieve their objec- 
tives in a peaceful manner. 

But the Nixon administration misread 
the motives of the PRG and the Pathet 
Lao. It thought it had bombed the 
revolutionaries of both countries into a 
compromise, and thought it could use the 
same tactic all over again in Cambodia. 

The situation in Cambodia is quite 
different. The United States has not had 
enough time to buy off enough people to 
support the Lon Nol regime. It has not 
had enough time to build up an army able 
to take on the Khmer revolutionary and 
pro-Sihanouk forces long enough for the 
American planes to do their jobs. Most of 
the Cambodian soldiers in the Lon Nol 
army are so underpaid and underfed that 
they ‘often. loot the population they are 
supposed to defend (New York Times, 
August 7, 1973). And corruption is such 
that most of the soldiers in the city of 
Phnom Penh perform office and head- 
quarters tasks and also fancy guard duty. 
Of the 75,000 Lon Nol troops who are sup- 
posed to defend the city, only 10,000 to 
12,000 are considered effective combat 
soldiers (New York Times, August 5, 
1973). Meanwhile, most of the American 
bombing crews just want to go home 
because they see that they are neither 
defending the Cambodian people nor

guitarists playing hobo with a hat, flyers 
for a Ravi Shankar concert, even Hare 
Krishna dancers, perhaps jealous of the 
crowd assembled for this competing guru, 
15 year-old Maharaj Ji and his Divine 


» Light Mission, on his third ‘world peace 


tour.” He’s booked pretty solid for the 
next few months with the tour climax 
slated for the Houston Astrodome in 
November. 

The saturation poster campaign (Who 
is-Guru Maharj Ji?”) had worked well, 
and the curious came August 4 in 
numbers great enough to fill the 
auditorium to capacity, worry fire 
marshals, and require outside speakers for 
the overflow crowd stranded on the 
sidewalk. 

“What pissed me off,” said Mrs. N——, 
next door neighbor to the major Boston 
Divine Light commune in Brookline, “was 
this guy who kept telling me ‘the guru’s 
coming, come down to see the guru,” and 
when I come he won’t let me in.” 

The faithful, of course, had made sure 
they’d be inside. The Maharaj Ji’s press 
releases claim 40,000 devotees. Like the 
hard-core at a concert, they had come for 
serious reasons. Their facial expressions 
were uniform: a frozen smile below eyes 
rolled back towards their foreheads. Most 
dressed conservatively, especially the foot 
patrol for the guru’s stage show.’ They 
looked like refugees from David 
Eisenhower’s fraternity. 

Clustered in the first rows of the 
warehouse-like auditorium, the faithful 
chorused “‘bolie shri sagurdev maharaj ji 
jai (speak of the glory of the perfect 
master)”’, the chant rising in intensity like 
cheerleaders on a touchdown drive, or 
Amens at a tent revival. It was the only 
real fervor of the evening, and I couldn’t 
help feeling that a touring evangelist with 
any stage presence could have cleaned up. 

The world peace tour wasn’t a live act. 
(Maybe the album will be better. “Who is 
Guru Maharaj Ji?” is due to be released 
soon. That’s for real.) We endured two 


warm-up Indian mahatmas . Then came 
the rock bands, who looked like rejected 
applicants from Up with People (“‘God’s 
alive and feelin’ fine/He’ll really blow 
your mind.’’) 

While the young Messiah may not have 
been an anticlimax for the faithful, no 
rush like the “‘statements for Christ” Billy 
Graham garners followed the adolescent. 
saviour. Suffice to say that no high school 
orator five minutes after beginning, would 
admit he’d said all‘he had to say, and 
then continue for another 15. The guru’s 
sermon from the velvet mount ’neath the 
glass-bead rainbow was mainly to let us

know there is a purpose to life. The line 
ran‘something like this: I know what it is, 
I call it “knowledge” and while I don’t 
want to be holier-than-thou, I’m the only 
guy can tell you ’bout it. You want inner 
peace? I’ve got it. Tired of television? I’ve 
got something better. In his most exten- 
sive parable, the teenage theocrat com- 
pared the search for knowledge to a holy 
quest for a “Superman comic.” 

And that was about it. Perhaps a

The curse certainly seems to have been 
cast on us; the youth of America are fain- 
ting, some would say, and we live in times 
such as those of the Old Testament 
prophets. At least when seven thousand 
young Americans gather to receive perfect 
knowledge from an Indian adolescent, 
even the skeptics must admit there is 
some real thirst, some kind of spiritual ex- 
haustion; and the contrast of the gentle, 
liquid, bobbing human kaleidoscope 
against the Prudential Center’s mighty 


structures conjures up vivid images of 
Jerusalem in the times of Amos and 
Jesus, or of Rome in the fifth century — 
times of great imperial power and of pop- 
ular restlessness and emotional collapse. 

Granted that for many the guru’s Hynes 
Auditorium appearance was an evening’s 
free entertainment, a curiosity, still it 
seems that for many others the Maharaj- 
Ji’s claim that “Just imagine, I have a 
following of six million people; whatever I 
tell them to do, they would be most pleas- 
ed to do it”, is quite potentially true. 

Those of us movement veterans who 
like to have our spiritual needs more in- 
tegrated with something like freedom of 
choice and political potency must wonder 
what we did to deserve this phenomenon. 
We failed to ask ourselves some deep 
questions about our needs for faith and for 
emotional sustenance — things we are all 
past masters at doing without, things 
those young teenagers at anti-war rallies 
on the Boston Common were looking for 
and which the movement somehow did 
not provide in as lasting a way as they had 
hoped it would. 

“We could be hijacking planes and 
stealing cars and killing people,’’ says the 
guru of his following, “but instead we 
have realized this perfect knowledge, and 
our movement is completely different.” 
Yet it is the complete, releasing loyalty of 
young people so long denied any 
believable focus of faith that seems ‘so 
ominous, like any healthy need dammed 
up, held back, until it must find an outlet, 
a safe, uncomplicated receptacle, at any 
price. 

We still do need to believe in things — 
in people, in communities, and it seems 
that beneath the stridency of our late six- 
ties rhetoric there was more pain and hurt 
than we were willing to admit — pain 
about not having such things to believe 
in. Years ago, when I began to withdraw 
my faith in America, my father would say, 
‘Look, this country has been good to me”’, 
in an almost pleading tone; he would talk 
about the Russian cossacks, the slaughter 
of our European relatives, the poverty and 
illiteracy, and now, in contrast, about the 
life I was able to lead; only my grand- 
father’s move to America stood between 
my present hopeful struggle and the mass 
graves of World War II. 

Somehow I had never been able to 
refute him, and there will always be a 
piece of me, too, which remembers my red 
baseball cap and my childhood and 
adolescent love of this country. I haven’t 
really admitted that in years. Finally,

Chavez’ Farmworkers Win Boston

Maria Juana Cabrera is a stocky 
mother of three in her forties who’s been 
in Boston with one daughter the last six 
months for the United Farm Workers. 
She wears a nondescript sleeveless cot- 
ton dress and old blue sneakers; her hair 
is pulled back tight from her face. Her 


- body is muscular from 30 years of picking 


lettuce, hoeing beets and running 
machines in Mexico — and sometimes, il- 
legally, in the United States. She joined 
the United Farm Workers’ Union in 1970 
when she was able to get a green govern- 
ment workcard. She intends to go back to 
the fields as soon as she can, for as long as 
she can. 

We stood waiting for the dapper AFL- 
CIO officials to begin their march with 
Cesar Chavez from a labor support 
meeting at the Statler-Hilton across the 
common to a State House steps rally. As I 
craned my neck, trying to find Chavez in 
the crowd of taller men, the group began 
to march. Ms. Cabrera turned to me and 
smiled, then used the only English words 
she had at her command. “You are com- 
ing?” she asked. 

That gentle plea is the prime tactic of 
the United Farm Workers. Chavez in 
Boston for a day, talked calmly and clear- 
ly with labor leaders, clergy, press and the 
public to encourage boycotts of non-UFW 
picked lettuce and grapes in conjunction 
with the farmworkers strike against 


California growers. Chavez may be a little 
more worldly-wise than Ms. Cabrera, a 
little smoother and more at ease. But with 
everyone he talked to — the labor bigwigs 
the state legislators, the preachers and 
the spirited clapping and singing 
Farmworker supporters — he used the 
same low-key, ever optimistic farmworker 
approach. 

In Boston, spoken of as the number one 
boycott city and a key organizational spot 
{the Hub is the nation’s fifth largest 
market), Chavez met with success 
tempered with disappointment, as he has 
throughout the long UFW struggle. 

He got promises of strong 
organizational, moral and financial sup- 
port from Massachusetts AFL-CIO 
leaders. He got a statement of approval 
from Governor Sargent (That’s great, he 
told UFW New England organizer Tony 
Jones when he heard the news. Then he 
turned and asked guilelessly, ““Who’s the 
governor? We should trade.”) But a 
resolution jammed through the General 
Court recommending state institutions 
buy only union picked grape and lettuce 
products is on the verge of being rescinded 
through Teamster Lobbying. 

Chavez is as at home cracking jokes 
with reporters about his strict vegeterian 
diet as he is in describing teamster goon 
squad. tactics. He makes his points with 
humor but it’s clear he’ll never give up, no

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Kozol and Shanker Square

Jonathan Kozol and Albert Shanker are 
at each others’ throats in a political and 
personal battle involving control over 
what may soon become the second largest 
labor union in the United States. At the 
heart of the dispute is the possible merger 
of the giant 1.4 million-member National 
Education Association (NEA) with its 
smaller but aggressive rival, the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT). Both men 
favor merger. But Kozol — a member of 
neither labor group — is fighting to dis- 
credit Shanker, whom he considers a sym- 
bol of racism and a political powerhouse 
who could wrest control of the coalition 
union. 

Shanker is vice president of the 
375,000-member AFT and president of 
the mighty New York City teachers un- 
ion. Kozol, a Boston author, is best known 
for his book, “Death At An Early Age” 
about the grim Boston public school 
system. 

Merger talks will begin in 
September. If they succeed, the combined 
membership of nearly 2 million teachers 
will be subordinate in size only to the 2.2 
million- member Teamsters union. 

Kozol and Shanker have tangled before 
— over the “voucher” system, which 
Kozol advocates, whereby parents would 
be issued government scrip to pay for 
childrens’ education in public or private 
schools of their choice. Both teachers’ 
groups, like Shanker, oppose vouchers as 
a threat to public schools rather than as 
an inspiration to improve them. 

The opening volley of the most recent 
Kozol-Shanker battle was fired in July 
when Kozol told about 4,000 delegates to 
the NEA annual convention in Portland, 
Ore. that Shanker had ‘openly en- 
couraged and exaggerated” animosity 
between blacks and Jews. Shanker later 
responded, in a speech which outlined his 
civil rights record, that “Mr. Kozol is a 
racist because, in effect, he provides the 
radical and intellectual fig-leaf for the 
Nixons and for the racist people who want 
vouchers so they can set up schools on a 
segregated racist basis.” 


In an interview with The Boston 
Phoenix, Kozol slammed Shanker again, 
this time for the tactics of his New York 
teachers union, which Kozol said ex- 
ploited tensions among blacks, Puerto 
Ricans, Jews and other whites on the 
lower East Side. 

“Shanker isn’t just a man, he’s a real 
symbol,” said Kozol, a union outsider 
himself with no opportunity for 
leadership. “He is a dirty word among 


’ poor people. Chicago has Daley. Boston 


has Hicks. New York has Shanker. He is 
an ugly word to poor people. Any group of 
blacks or Chicanos or Spanish-speaking 
or Indians that I met at the NEA conven- 
tion, if you mentioned Shanker, they 
reacted with either rage or fear — one or 
the other. It’s the symbolism that’s at 
stake.” 

I asked Kozol if he was opposed to 
Shanker because Shanker was a symbol of 
racism or because he actively promotes 
raciaj tension. I felt the two were not the 
same. 

“Yes, they’re separate but not con- 
tradictory,”’ Kozol said. “‘Number one. He 
is an ugly symbol. Now the symbol exists 
apart from the reality of what he does or 
does not do. Number two. He is also a 
very brilliant political operator with con- 
siderable power, and cleverness in handl- 
ing the media and skill in handling the 
legalistic operations in the midst of con- 
ventions. So, on both grounds he’s 
dangerous. He’s probably more dangerous 
as a symbol, if you’d like a simple answer. 
He’s more dangerous as a symbol than as 
a political power, and yet he is tremen- 
dously dangerous as a political power. 

The bitterness Kozol feels toward 
Shanker obviously involves their mutual 
Jewish heritage. Kozol attacks partly on 
the grounds Shanker has violated 
Talmudic and other ethical traditions of 
Judaism. Shanker, 44, seems originally to 
have earned Kozol’s emnity because of 
the New York teachers strike five years 
ago which focused on community control 
of schools and developed into a traumatic 
racial split.

Because of a strike stance which pitted 
Shanker and his principally white and 
Jewish teachers union against minorities 
and community-controlled - schools, 
Shanker was labelled a racist by many 
who disagreed with him. It is a tag he has 
found hard to shake. 

Kozol, for one, is unwilling to forgive 
Shanker and appears to blame him for the 
racial rift, which many believe already 
had been boiling beneath the surface. “I 
don’t think it’s a small or trivial matter or 


something that we can dismiss as an old 
issue of the 1960’s,” said Kozol, ‘“‘when a 
man with that kind of money, power, 
access is sufficiently ruthless and lacking 
in respect for the (civil rights) martyrs of 
the previous 10 years to break wide open a 
coalition of the kind which existed 
between blacks and Jews in the ’60’s.” 
(Kozol himself was fired from the Boston 
school system eight years ago for assign- 
ing a poem by black poet Langton 
Hughes to his class.) 

Kozol clearly is right in taking a dim 
view of the non-endorsement policy held 
by Shanker and his New York local 
(United Federation of Teachers,UFT) dur- 
ing the ’72 presidential election. The AFT 
national president, David Selden, bucked 
his union’s parent group — the AFL-CIO 
headed by George Meany — and endorsed 
McGovern. And the NEA supported 
McGovern with sufficient zeal to earn it a 
spot on the White House “‘enemies’”’ list. 

“I can’t imagine supporting a teachers 
organization that was a part of a national 
union which opposed George McGovern 
for president,’’ said Kozol. Although 
Albert Shanker is presently visiting Africa 
and could not be reached, his UFT as- 
sistant, Ned Hopkins, said the non- 
endorsement decision was reached by a 
referendum of the entire UFT 
membership. “The UFT in all its history 
has not endorsed a presidential can- 
didate, not even Johnson against 
Goldwater in ’64,” Hopkins said. ‘In my 
estimation, Jonathan Kozol is an elitist 
who doesn’t want people to have gontrol 
over their own organizations.” 

Referendum aside, Albert Shanker is 
known as an ambitious man who keeps 
posted on the wind direction at AFL-CIO 
headquarters. ‘‘When George Meany eats 
watermelon, Al Shanker spits seeds,”’ said 
one skeptic. 

Shanker has been called a “belligerent” 
man and a “tough son-of-a-bitch.” A 
more dispassionate education-watcher 
said that he saw Shanker as “essentially a 
politician. But, at the same time, he has a

CHILMARK, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
— I figure if George Frazier can file stories 
for the Globe from Nantucket, surely I 
can write one for the Phoenix from my 
perch on the porch of this prefabricated 
Hamilton house overlooking the Atlantic. 
Despite the fact that writing is difficult 
because existence here on the island in- 
volves a partial amputation from the af- 
fairs of the mainland and, as a result, 
even the Watergate testimony we hear 
over our radio sounds a little remote. 
Oddly, at this distance, those events seem 
even more preposterous than ever, one 
feels ever more Swiftian, incredulous. 

Minor incident and gossip are elevated 
to the status of front page news here, par- 
ticularly in the quaint guardian of 
wealthy island culture, the Vineyard 
Gazette. This paper, now owned by James 
Reston, has made it a policy since 1846 to 
deal exclusively with local news, a 
deliberately insular stance. So, the first- 
column front-page story in today’s issue 
concerns a baby sperm whale which wash- 
ed up on West Tisbury’s South Shore 
Sunday. In truth, this is nothing to be 
scoffed at. Such occurrences are rare. As 
Mr. Ben David of the Felix Neck Wildlife 
Sanctuary noted excitedly, ““You can go a 
lifetime without seeing a sperm whale,” a 
deprivation most of us are condemned to 
suffer. Malcolm Jones, who wanted the 
decaying flesh to use as compost, brought 
his Sunfish around to tow the thirteen 
feet, nine inch mammal back to a moor- 
ing. Despite some laughter about the 
possibility of moving the whale with a 
Sunfish, Mr. Jones finally managed, with 
the help of the Coast Guard, to tow it off 
the beach. Later it was transported by 
tractor to the garden of Jones’ house 
where it is presently being dissected by 
James Mead of the Smithsonian 
Institute. A sperm whale, judiciously 
placed, must certainly be a welcome im- 
provement to anyone’s front yard. . 

What else is news? There is a new 
Fromages Import in Chilmark at 
Beetleburg Corner (the second offspring 
of the original Fromage in Cambridge), 
where you can get cheeses and gourmet 
foods from around the world in addition to 
dinner Tuesday through Sunday night. 
Down on Vincent Beach, there’s still some 
nude bathing. 

But the big news down here remains 
Edward Kennedy’s S-1929 bill, still before 
the Senate Interior Subcommittee. The 
bill, introduced in April 1972, is called 
The Nantucket Sound Islands Trust 
legislation, and is designed to turn over to 
the federal government control of the 
operation and land-use of. Martha’s 
Vineyard, Nantucket and the smaller 
islands in the area. In response to the 
growing threats of land subdivision, com- 
mercialism, population increase, and 
housing developments, Kennedy’s bill is 
ostensibly a piece of conservation legisla- 
tion “in order to provide,’’ SEC. 2 reads, 
“for the preservation and conservation of 
the unique natural scenic, ecological, 
scientific, cultural, historic, and other 
values of the Nantucket Sound 
Islands...” 

There has been a great deal of debate 
over whether passage of the bill would 
create a partnership among the federal, 
state, and local governments or whether it 


would mean that the Islands were no more - 


than wards to the guardian Commission. 
The bill, though clearly a strong conser- 
vationist one, would also have the effect of 
centralizing control of the islands federal- 


ly. Senator Edward Brooke, who opposes - 


the bill and favors instead an Island-wide 
council under State jurisdiction, not 
Federal (such as that already proposed by 
Governor Sargent), wrote in a testimony 
delivered by State Rep. Terrence 
McCarthy at a Martha’s Vineyard hear- 
ing three weeks ago: . . . “I am not yet con- 
vinced that it is necessary for the federal 
government to intrude, so pervasively in 
the lives of my fellow Islanders. And while 
I am not yet fully convinced. that the 
Islands’ residents, both permanent and 
seasonal, are willing to make all the 
sacrifices necessary to effectively curb 
growth and check the lemming-like course 
of development, I am encouraged by a 
new environmental awareness. . .”” 

The bill has divided the sympathies of 


the Islanders. Underneath its populist 
clothing, it may be seen as an attempt to 
favor the elitist interests of the 34,000 
summer-only residents and tourists of the 
Islands who would like to preserve intact 
for their vacations the scenic privacy of 
the area over the interests of 6,000 in- 
digenous year-round inhabitants who 
want to expand, develop, and profit from 
the land. The bill would directly affect 
the jobs of many Islanders, particularly in 
the Portuguese community here which 
depends on the growing construction in- 
dustry. 

Perhaps the most vitriolic opponent to 
the bill has been Vineyard Chamber of 
Commerce President Robert J. Carroll, 
lifelong resident of Edgartown, who at the 
hearing in July compared the bill and its 
provision for a trusteeship to colonial rule 
and Vietnam policies. “It becomes ap- 
parent that the real intent of this bill is to 
impose ten-acre zoning, limited access to 
the Island, prevent us from going to our 
own beaches, and generally usurping 
many of our rights as citizens of the 
United States . . . Senator Kennedy’s 
suggestions,” he went on, “that non- 
resident taxpayers should have a vote 
brings to mind many questions . . . The 
Senator’s suggestions smack of 
Mussolini’s method of seizing power and 
the prospect is a chilling one — especially 
from a potential presidential candidate.” 

Local proponents of the bill, like 
businessman, real estate broker, and 
former selectmen James F. Alley, 
minimize the threat of too-much federal 
control: “I submit that S-1929. . . is a un- 
ique legislative package designed to let us 
help ourselves.” It’s still unclear whether 
the combined forces of Brooke, local 
business interests, and concerned natives 
who feel they can effectively oversee their 
own expansion will be enough to combat 
Kennedy and the conservational allure of 
the Trust bill. Kennedy, as James Reston 
pointed out in a Gazette editorial a few 
weeks ago, is determined to swing the 
Senate Interior Subcommittee chairman 
Alan Bible (D-Nevada) over to his side 
and push the legislation through. There 
are some who think that S-1929 is being 
used as a test case for similar, future con- 
servation bills. Many opponents of S-1929 
already favor Scoop Jackson’s S-268, a 
bill which prohibits federal zoning of non- 
federal land. 

The issues are complicated and am- 
biguous. We went bottom-fishing the 
other day for some fluke and scup. Our 
guide, Steve Broderick, was a man in his 
late twenties with some land here, a one- 
and-a-half year old son, and another on 
the way. In part, he favors the bill because 
he has seen what’s happened in Edgar- 
town and Oak Bluffs where a new house 
goes up almost every day. He also thrives 
to some extent on the tourist trade that 
hires him to take them off the coast of 
Menemsha where they ask him to bait 
their hooks. But, on the other hand, if the 


bill goes through, land will become next to’ 


unavailable and he won’t be able to afford 
a piece of land and a house for his boy, 
which is what he wants for him. 

In any case, we rushed right home after 
bottom-fishing and poached some of that 
fluke in white wine and mushrooms and 
had it for lunch with a marinated tomato 
and Bermuda onion salad. Eating has 
been the outstanding feature of our family 
existence out here, and it is not the most 
economical activity on the island. In fact, 
it’s the least, even less so than on the 
mainland. Head lettuce was going for 69 
cents over at Green’s on South Road and 
Dannon blueberry yogurt is 37 cents in 
Edgartown, home of the Topsider set and 
the tall tan women in Bernardo and 
Zodiac pumps. That Edgartown is the 
New York City of Martha’s Vineyard and 
if you ever begin to take the rest of this 
lovely island for granted, all you have to 
do is spend a few minutes in that hell- 
hole, choking on its cultural pollution. 
But back to food for a minute. The blue 
fish is excellent, the fresh clams at 
Menemsha didn’t make me sick this year, 


-and I bought two remarkable bunches of 


beets the other day at the Swapmeet in 
front of the Chilmark Methodist Church, 
the proceeds from which are used to give 
the church a ‘new coat of white paint.

with even my father hurting deeply about 
America, I can admit it for both of us: 
“America” once held our trust. We are 

- hurting because we wanted to believe, we 
really, really did, and we were betrayed. 

But the kids I’ve worked with more 
recently in the suburbs, the high school 
seniors and recent graduates who com- 
prised almost half of Saturday night’s 
crowd, never even got off the ground on 
that kind of faith. Kennedy was 
assassinated while they were in second 
grade. Their introduction to political con- 
sciousness, during Junior High, was the 
1968 Chicago Convention. Scratch one, 
arena, and at a time of life when for 
various reasons, the need to be faithful 
can be pretty damned important. 

_ There is another lesson I’ve had to: 
learn, about emotional stravation. As one 
of the ‘‘older Americans” who once believ- 
ed, I got to read de Tocqueville and 
Fromm and others who warned that the 
greatest danger to a free society is when 
people grow weary of the ambiguity and 
difficult decision-making that comes with 
freedom, and long to surrender the burden 
of making complex choices about more 
and more areas of life. We seem to have an 
economic and political system that has a 
stake in making us weary, in breaking up 
communities of trust, playing upon our 
fears, removing the ego strength that 
would allow us to resist turning to con- 
sumption for warmth or becoming cannon 
fodder for honor. In Weimar Germany, 
just before Hitler, the same thing 
happened: youth culture took to the hills 
and read Hesse, while older folks lived as 
high as they could in fashionable Berlin. 
If what I’ve had drummed into me was 
correct, that was a kind of surrendering 
based on emotional starvation, a 
softening-up process, the release of a need 
which only a Fuehrer could satisfy as the 
society’s more humble and homey arenas 
of trust broke apart under the pressures of 
corporate greed. 

And there is the old Hebrew in me, who 
has heard Amos, who has seen messiahs 
come and go. Long before I could under- 
stand what it meant, I had coded into my 
mental rhythms the textbook phrase 
which popped up again and again in 
religious school: “People were defeated, 
weary in spirit, disillusioned, and they 


up like weeds in the field.” I can hardly 
believe I was learning about that during 
the mid-fifties, when the closest thing we 
had to a leader was Eisenhower, and when 
my contemporaries and I were too young 
to remember McCarthy or anything else. 


And I remember cool August evenings 
at summer camps in the early sixties, 


when we used to sing the civil rights 


songs, yet were reminded at the same 
time by the young guitar-playing rabbis 
who had been to Selma that you always 
have to have a longer view, a spiritual 
base, because movements, alas, come and 
go, and you’ve got to have something 
more rooted to fall back on. Sure enough, 
I was to realize in later years that the 
movement would have gotten nowhere 
without people who had that base; con- 
sider King, Coffin, Dellinger, Berrigan. 
Those who tried to believe in the move- 
ment alone, like Rennie Davis, were 
bound to be burned. 

So I am seeing a lot of things confirmed 
these days. And if that makes me look 
askance at a 15 year old Indian presiding 
over a multi-million dollar business which 
plays upon those needs and yearnings 
through a careful reading of the youth 
market, it does not make me belittle the 
needs themselves, the pain, the emotional 
starvation, the almost crushing need for a 
release of loyalty, which are brought to 
him. For the fact is that our oppressions 
are no longer as easy to target as 
Watergate or the draft, they are what I 
was always told they were: more subtle, 
closer to home and to matters of spirit, 
rooted in deep human needs whose denial 
gives rise to Vietnams and Watergates 
and to gurus and saviors as well. Chicanos 
may be starved and blacks beaten, but 
the way the system gets to those of us who 
are supposed to manage it is by fucking 
over our emotional needs. 

The loneliness, privatism, egotism, con- 
sumerism and careerism in which we were 
raised are our carefully coddled op- 
pressions, and it is these which our young 
bring to gurus for relief. 

The pain of infant love lost on mothers 
too busy becoming American dream 
queens; the pain of fathers wrenching 
themselves “successfully” from the 
blackbread bowels of peasant Europe only 
to find a cool, crisp funeral in a plastic 
chapel half-empty with acquaintances; 
the. pain of childhood trust lavished upon 
sunny all-American Saturday mornings of 
streetside auto-repair and sandlot soft- 
ball, now betrayed in the oppression of 


machines and competition; the pain of 


school success become a “fix” we need in- 
creasing doses of to feel okay; the pain of a 
hundred psychosomatic ailments which 
merge together like a great lament for the 
aching spiritual and emotional and erotic 
wealth which haunts a million sleepless 
nights and drugs itself into insensibility 
daily in a thousand classrooms and of- 
fices; the pain of friendships gone awry, 
the pain of rejecting some while being re- 
jected by others — these are the symp- 
toms of our oppressions, and we have 
learned only too well how to live with 
them — or so I thought, until I saw the 
gathering last Saturday night at Hynes 
Auditorium. 

In fact, when people surrender 
themselves to a “perfect master”, my 
guess is that their emotional needs are not 
being met in daily life, face to face, with 
lovers and friends, and that they’ve given 
up believing that ordinary folks can be 
happy taking control of their own homes 
and workplaces together. Another guess is 
that the social emptiness which feeds this 
despair grows from corporate and 
economic demands, and from the havoc 
that the consumerism and warmaking of 
some very real and powerful vested in- 
terests is wreaking upon our lives. 

One of the greatest hoaxes perpetrated 
upon us is the claim that loneliness and 


despair are ‘‘personal’’ problems, 
amenable to complete solution by therapy 
or diving light alone. Those powerful 
vested interests would be happy to have 
us believe that, and so it is not difficult for 
a Mercedes-riding Maharaj-Ji to rent 
Hynes auditorium when he’s got a 
saleable product which turns attention 
away from the social causes of personal 
pain. Indeed, real religious teaching or 
therapy (and there are such things) might 
help to bring forth free people who could 
band strongly together to face common 
oppressions, as Daniel Berrigan, for ex- 
ample, would urge. 


If what I had seen Saturday night was a 
strength of spirit, an openness of filks I 
could dance and laugh with and hold, 
people I could plan with and feel solidari- 
ty with in the face of forces which con- 
tinue to wipe out our younger sisters and 
brothers in the suburbs, I might have 
something to say for Guru Maharaj-Ji. 

But I saw no such strong and supple 
weaving of the spirit into flesh-and-blood 
communities of struggle and love. That’s 
understandable; we were never taught 
how to build such things. ‘Put the old 
American and the old Jew in me together, 
and I can smell Weimar Germany and 
fifth century Rome a country-mile away.

[Continued from page5] 
quarter of the crowd remained in their 
seats, a little numb. A few disgruntled 
disbelievers had to be restrained when 
they implied they’d been tricked, even if 
admission was free. There’s got to be 
more, that can’t be all. 

I have to say that such thoughts oc- 
curred to me.The following is from the 
group’s real press release: 

“Divine System Enterprises Inc: 
Established in Houston (last April) as an 
organization of wholesale dealerships, in- 
cluding electronic equipment, Divine Of- 
fice Systems, and Divine Harmony 
musical instruments.” Within the past 
two months, the corporation has an- 
nounced plans to build Divine City (in 
Spokane, Wash.), to publish a paperback 
(“Who is Guru Maharaj Ji?”’”), and has a 
60-minute documentary and a LP record 
on the same subject. World headquarters 
is an eight-story office building in Denver, 
owned by the corporation and housing an 
extensive computer system. There’s even 
a Maharaj Ji “women’s spiritual welfare 


association for the spiritual needs of 
women.” 

As the evening ended a group called the 
New Pakistani-Indian Coalition dis- 
tributed the following outside the hall: 

“The Guru Maharj Ji is the enemy of 
the peoples of India and Pakistan. He and 
the whole assortment of fake spiritualists 
(have kept) our peoples in conditions of 
the most abject misery and starvation for 
five thousand years. 

“Guru Maharaj Ji and his cronies trem- 
ble in fear when they hear of peasant and 
worker liberation movements. The 
people’s liberation means doom for...his 
$50,000 Mercedes Benz and palatial 
residences...It is urgent that American 
youth realize that India is not the 
mystical paradise that beckons for those 


who seek peace...”

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Controls: Bad Economics are Bad Politics

WASHINGTON—The current surge of 
food prices offers a useful—and sad— 
lesson of the perils of trying to control 
prices by bureaucracy. 

Formal controls—first the meat ceilings 
in March, then the total freeze in 
June—simply haven’t worked. Not only 
have they failed to bring prices down, but 


everything indicates that they have made | 


matters worse: prices have increased more 
than they would have, and some shortages 
have developed. 

By now, the evidence of this is familiar 
to any newspaper reader. Anticipating 
higher prices once the beef ceiling—the 


only one still in effect—is lifted, farmers - 


are: witholding cattle from slaughter. In 
the month since the end of the freeze, 
wholesale prices of hogs have risen 50 per 
cent to more than $50 per hundredweight; 
eggs are selling for nearly $1 a dozen, and, 
aceording to one egg industry economist, 
could go to $1.50 before they come down; 
at 80 cents a pound, chicken is about 
twice what it was a year ago and may go 
higher. 

The remaining beef ceilings are the 
targets of ruse and subterfuge. To evade 
the ceiling, some cattle—purchased in 
American stockyards—is apparently be- 
ing processed in Canada and then 
reshipped to the U.S. as imports exempt 
from the ceiling. Technically, this 
maneuver is illegal, but it’s unlikely that 
the government will catch many violators. 

Meat can also be butchered to make a 
mockery of the ceilings. As Herrell 
DeGraff, president of the American Meat 
Institute, puts it: “Suddenly, your 
porterhouse steak has sprouted a tail of 
fat three inches long.” It’s simply another 
way of raising the price. 

There’s no secret about what’s causing 
the wild food price fluctuations: the law of 
supply and demand. 

For many key items, increasing de- 
mand is chasing smaller supplies. The 
meat ceilings and price freeze had a chill- 
ing impact on the production of meat, 
poultry, and dairy goods. Although the 


retail and wholesale prices of these items 
had risen substantially, feed grain costs 
(one of the farmers’ major expenses) had 
risen even more rapidly. Caught in a 
classical cost-price squeeze—or scared

that they soon would be—many farmers 
cut back production plans to reduce 
current or anticipated losses. 


Supply 


- That’s the theory. Here are the figures: 

e The breeding flocks of poultry 
farmers are now estimated at only 92 per 
cent of what they were a year ago. In early 
July, farmers smothered thousands of 
chicks, often in the presence of television 
film crews; what the t.v. reports did not 
show was the destruction of many new 
eggs or the flow of many breeder hens to 
slaughter houses. The poultry 
farmers—placed under controls by a legal 
fluke last year—have been through the 
cost-price squeeze once before; in fact, the 
8 per cent decline in the breeding flock 
probably reflects only the effects of last 
year’s troubles. It will probably take the 
statistics some time to catch up with the 
latest cutbacks. 

e The flock size of the commercial egg 
industry is an estimated 6 per cent below 


a year ago. Egg farmers were just emerg- 
ing from one of their industry’s cyclical 
downturns, which had forced some 
farmers out of the business. Flocks were 
being rebuilt, but, with rising feed costs, 
many farmers were apparently caught in 
a loss position and implemented new cut- 
backs. 


¢ In early 1973, hog farmers reported to 
the Agriculture Department that they 
planned to increase the number of hogs by 
six per cent. If realized, that increase 
would ultimately have relieved the up- 
ward pressure on both beef and pork 
prices. But, as things turned out, there 
was no increase at all; the latest 
Agriculture Department survey shows 
that farmers still aren’t planning any in- 
crease. Many of the nation’s Midwestern 
hog producers also raise corn. With high 
corn prices—and the future of hog prices 
uncertain as a result of the ceiling—many 
farmers apparently decided to sell their 
corn for cash rather than feed it to hogs. 

e Dairy farmers are selling nearly twice 
as many milk cows for slaughter this year 
as last. In recent months, the decline in 
the number of cows has hit a rate of two 
per cent—though the freeze may not be 
the crucial factor. Rather, it’s the com- 
bination of high feed costs and the high 
prices farmers can receive by having their 
cows slaughtered for meat. 


And Demand 


On the demand side, pressures are 
equally strong. U.S. population rises 
about one per cent annually; and, with 
the economy booming for the‘ last 18 
months, total personal income is now 


about 10 per cent higher than it was a year’ 


ago. The sharp increase in some food 
prices seems to result from the fact that 
— in the short run, at least — much of the 
demand for food is relatively constant. In 
economist’s jargon, it’s inelastic — a one 
per cent decrease (or increase) in supply 
produces a much smaller change in de- 
mand; so, to achieve a balance, prices rise 


or fall steeply. And, of course, the ar- 
tificial withholding of beef from the 
market has simply put that much added 
pressure on pork and poultry prices. 

There aren’t any quick remedies to this. 
Food Supplies can’t be expanded at the 
flick of a switch. Even for eggs, it takes six 
or seven months for a chick to mature into 
a producing bird. The cycles for poultry, 
pork, and beef are longer, so, if farmers 
begin expanding production now, the 
results will not show up in grocery stores 
until next year. 

Bees should be some lessons in all of 
this. 

President Nixon first imposed meat 
ceilings—and then the general price 
freeze—in response to the public clamor 
to “do something” about inflation. That 
may have seemed like good, sound 
politics. But it wasn’t good economics, 
and, as the current situation attests, 
almost anything that is bad economics ul- 
timately turns out to be bad politics. The 
anti-inflation steps were a placebo for 
public opinion, but their collapse has 
simply deepened the cynicism and anger 
shared by almost everyone: consumers, 
farmers, retailers, and wholesalers. 


Agriculture economists had warned 
that controls might create more problems 
than they solved, but the advice was ig- 
nored. In March, when the meat ceilings 
were imposed, the Administration faced a 
crucial series of wage negotiations in the 
rubber, trucking, and electrical in- 
dustries; it’s easy to see the meat ceilings 
being justified as an act of “good faith” to 
unions, intended to assure them that 
“something”’ was being done about prices 
so they would restrain their wage 
demands. The “something”, of course, 
turned out to be a deception, and now the 
exaggerated price surge will undoubtedly 
influence the next major round of labor 
talks, beginning with the automobile in- 
dustry later this year. 

Any government program of economic

Every August the citizens of Rockland, 
Maine, cast caution to the wind and in- 
dulge in a regular orgy of seafood con- 
sumption. My neighbor Fitzmorris, when 
he heard there would be a carnival as well

Cream of the North’’) began to whimper 
with anticipation, and we made plans to

It’s a little better than four hours from 
Boston to Rockland and a more poisonous 
four hours couldn’t be imagined. To begin 
with neither of the available routes makes 
the motorist cry out in joy. On Route 95 
the monotony is broken only by the toll- 
booths and Route 1 rates high on the 
roster of ill-paved roadways of New 
England. One thing, however, can be said 
for Route 1. If ever you have a hankering 
for genuine Indian mocassins or an an- 
tique of any sort the residents of Route 1 
have the market cornered. Assuming that 
half the debris sold is authentic it is still 
an achievement. Apparently each man, 
woman and child on colonial America 
spent every waking hour churning out 
candle-molds and spinning wheels for 
descendants to sell.

Fortunately we arrived early so we were 
able to enter the lobster dinner line before 
it stretched to Bath. Fitzmorris became 
faint from hunger twice and had to sit 
down because the mocassins hurt his feet. 
When we finally got to dine, the lobster 
they served would have made an ad- 
mirable canape but as a main course it 
left something to be desired. Apparently 
when August rolls around, the state, in a 
festive spirit, rescinds the ban on trapping 
short lobsters. 


“What do I do with it now?” Fitzmorris 
said staring at the lobster. “All you do is 
crack the shell and pull out the meat” I 
said. Fitzmorris gave a grunt of disap- 
proval. ‘You mean I spent six hours in 
that damn foreign car of yours just to go 
through this?” “Well, we wouldn’t have 
spent any six hours if you could tell the 
difference between Rockland and 
Rockport on the map!” I said, ‘and 
besides, you always get cranky when 
you're tired.” 

“Tam not CRANKY!” 

Fitzmorris began moping and for the 
next quarter hour or so there was peace in 
Rockland. Peace that is, if you’re able to 
ignore a symphony of grunts and wheezes 
at your elbow. Every once in a while he’d 
begin to say something but the word, 
choked by indignation and muffled by his 
beard, would emerge indecipherable as 
Gaelic.

control or regulation inevitably tempts of- 
ficials to gamble by making basic 
economic decisions on short-term 
political considerations. The attractions 
of an immediate solution to today’s press- 
ing problem often seems compelling; 
officials can always hope, not necessarily 
illogically, that today’s solution won’t 
cause trouble tomorrow—or, if it does, 
that no one will notice the connection. In 
fact, one of the root causes of the current 
food inflation the spiralling grain prices, 
stems partially from such a narrow, 
politically-motivated decision. Back last 
year, when virtually no one outside the 
farm community noticed, the Agriculture 
Department adopted a generally restric- 


tive crop program, limiting planting and 
maximizing federal payments to farmers. 
It was, of course, an election year, and no 
one in Republican Washington wanted to 
make farmers unhappy by driving grain 
prices too low. But then along came the 
Russian grain sales, a generally high 
overseas demand for grains, and some bad 
weather. Feed prices leaped upward. 


Fertile Soil 


It would be easy to assign all the blame 
for the misguided food policies to the 
politicians. But government programs 
usually grow only in fertile soil; the food 
controls stemmed‘ from a favorable 
climate of public opinion. People crave for 
instant remedies and harbor the mistaken 
notion that government can supply an 
easy answer to every difficult question. 
Government officials sometimes en- 


courage unrealistic expectations to flatter 
their own sense of self-importance or 
enhance their power. On the food ques- 
tion, public impatience seems particular- 
ly misplaced. Forgotten, or overlooked, is 
the fact that America’s diet—by com- 
parison with other wealthy, industrialized 
nations—is incredibly rich; in 1971, per 
capita consumption of beef was 116 
pounds, more than twice the average in 
Europe. 

In the case of food, the government 
acted reluctantly to quiet the howls of 
protest from the nation’s largest con- 
stituency—the great middle class. It 
wasn’t pressure from the poor or those on 
fixed incomes that inspired the food con- 
trols. But it is these two groups that will 
suffer most from the mistakes of that 
policy. As policy, it wasn’t much: an 
advertisement of great expectations built 
on nothing more than wishful thinking.

vestigial Eastern Jewish social conscience 
that is never entirely subdued. . . He’s in a 
position now where the power of his union 
and his own place in it inevitably takes 
precedence over any other consideration, 
and I think this social conscience that 
have sensed, and that I think others have 
sensed, tends to take second place when 
matters of cout and combat are in- 
volved” 

One of the few points that Kozol and 
Shanker, both former members of the 
Congress of Racial Equality (CORE), 
agree upon is the proposed merger of the 
NEA and the AFT. They see it as 
benef‘cial to education. Foot-dragging 
on merger plans has been the traditional 
position of the NEA — an association 
primly conscious of its “professional” 
status — which shunned the union label. 

NEA membership is more small-town- 
America — drawn from suburbs, small 
cities and rural areas. The rank and file 


. are likely to be more conservative than 


their leadership. By contrast, the AFT is 
more urban, with strongholds in large in- 
dustrialized cities like New York and 
Pittsburgh. It has a higher percentage of 
blacks and is linked to big labor through 
its AFL-CIO affiliation. 
Opposition within the NEA to adopting 
its rival organization’s tie with the AFL- 
CIO remains the most difficult hurdle to 
negotiate in the upcoming merger talks. 
But the surfeit of teachers, a tight job 
market and inflation have made unity 
more beguiling. Many teachers say its 
time to stop bickering and forge one group 
with a commanding lobby at the federal 
level and more local punch. : 
Although the NEA stands today as one 
of the three largest labor groups in the na-

tion (along with the Teamsters and the 
UAW) and far outnumbers the AFT, 
Kozol said he fears Shanker will emerge 
as the “strong man” of any merger. 

Shanker has already masterminded on 
a state level what the AFT and NEA hope 
to accomplish nationally. Last year he 
merged the NEA and AFT New York 
State affiliates into a statewide union. 
Members are affiliated to both national 
groups and to the AFL-CIO. 

“I’m afraid he (Shanker) would be 
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dominant in straight political leadership 
by virtue of his access to the media,” 
Kozol said. “Both Time and Newsweek 
are planning to do major stories on the 
AFT convention. Newsweek called toady 
to tell me they’re doing a major story on 
Shanker scheduled for the AFT conven- 
tion. I hope they don’t do a cover story.” 

Kozol has a formidable opponent, With 
14 years devoted to organizing and 
leading the AFT, Shanker, a former junior 
high school teacher, deserves his reputa- 


tion as a consummate politician and 
tough unionist. He can whip up a crowd 
like a demagogue, yet he is also a thought- 
ful man who once intended to study for a 
doctorate in philosophy at Columbia 
University after he earned a master’s 
degree there. Growing up in Long Island 
City, he listened to union talk from both 
his Polish-American father, a union 
newspaper deliveryman, and his mother, 
a member of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers Union. 


One reliable observer of education in 
New York said that although there are ‘“‘a 
lot of community-control teachers who 
hate Shanker’s guts, the overwhelming 
majority is solidly behind Shanker and 
_— is never any serious opposition to 

Kozol, predictably, holds a different 
view. ““He’s already lost a huge amount of 
power in New York anyway,” he said. 
“‘There’s a tremendous groundswell of op- 
position to Shanker within the New York 
area. There are hundreds and hundreds of 
teachers and paraprofessionals who are 
highly discontent with him.” 

A strategy session was held last week in 
New York City for teachers and 
paraprofessionals to form the ‘‘Rank and 

_ File Caucus” and plan anti-Shanker ac- 
tions for the AFT convention scheduled

Kozol said. His role, Kozol said, was to be 
that of “friend, ally and speaker” rather 
than an organizer of anti-Shanker opposi- 
tion at the AFT convention. “I won’t go to 
the AFT convention unless a substantial 
caucus asks me to come,” he said. 

If there is no anti-Shanker demonstra- 
tion at the AFT convention, “it will be 
very hard to stop him later on,” Kozol 
said. He hopes that a confrontation will 
erode Shanker’s power and make it easier

fighting the “Communists.” (New York 
Times, August 5, 1973). These and other 
factors led the Nixon administration to 
the so-called August 15 “compromise” 
which puts an end to American bombing. 

It has often been said that the August 
15 compromise represents a presidency 
weakened by Watergate and a Congress 
trying to reassert its power. While there is 
some truth to this, the point has been 
overly stressed. The truth is that in spite 
of almost continuous bombing for the last 
6 months, American airpower has not 
been able to push the Khmer 
revolutionary forces back. They are ad- 
vancing closer and closer to Phnom Penh. 
Also refugees generated by the bombings 
have created growing problems for the 
Lon Nol regime. Phnom Penh now has a 
refugee population of close to 1 million 
persons while the Ministry of Interior has 
only $54,000 to aid the refugees this year 
(Washington Post, July 14, 1973). The 
food situation has become so bad that the 
US government has forced the Saigon 
regime to lend the Lon Nol regime 20,000 


1973) while there is a critical rice shortage 
in the highland provinces (New York 
Times, August 4, 1973) and in the central 
provinces of South Vietnam itself 
(Washington Post, July 25, 1973). 

Faced with a deteriorating economic 
and military situation, it is clear the Nix- 
on administration cannot avoid defeat by 
continuing with the bombing. In accep- 
ting the so-called August 15 compromise 
Nixon, in effect, tries to put the blame for 
his defeat in Cambodia on the U.S. 
Congress. Congress was not willing to 
fight with Nixon on Cambodia fearing a 
“constitutional crisis,” a clear sign of its 
abdication of responsibility and power. 
Thus Congress legalized the murder of a 
large number of Cambodians until August 
15 but it is still being blamed for losing 
Cambodia. 

Nixon also made it clear in his August 3 
letter to the Congress that he would con- 
tinue the war in Cambodia by all means 
under his disposal short of American air- 
power. The Defense Department will 
deliver $187 million in military equip- 
ment to Cambodia this week (Washington 
Post, August 4, 1973). But there is no in- 
dication that military equipment alone 
will delay the defeat in any significant 
way. There are also plans to bring Thai 
and Saigon troops to the rescue. It is un- 
likely the Thai government will be as 


-stupid as to meddle in a situation even 


the Cambodian ruling class see as 
hopeless. (According to the August 3, 
1973, issue of the Washington Post an es- 
timated 3,000 relatives of top Cambodian 
government officials and wealthy 
‘businessmen of Cambodia have left for 
‘Paris, Hong Kong and Thailand.)

However, there is much evidence to 
suspect that the Saigon regime could be 
pressured back into Cambodia, possibly 
with its airforce. Colonel Bui Bao Truc, 
Saigon spokesman, said that South Viet- 
nam would consider sending troops to 
Cambodia at the request of the Cambo- 
dian government (Washington Post, 
’ August 3, 1973). If this happens a full- 
scale war could start up again in South 
Vietnam since the PRG has made it clear 


that any military venture by the Saigon 
regime into Cambodia would seriously 
undermine the Paris Peace Agreements 
and would be met in kind by the PRG. 

August 15 represents the demise of the 
Nixon Doctrine. There is no way he can 
force a compromise on the Cambodians. 
Any foolish moves such as sending Saigon 
troops into Cambodia will only aggravate 
matters, and kill more innocent people. 
Even with the bombing the Nixon ad- 
ministration has not been able to “‘con- 
tain” the Khmer revolutionary forces. 
How can Nixon hope to stop a PRG 
retaliation? 

Americans who do not want billions of 
American money to be pumped into 
South Vietnam and Cambodia to delay 
the inevitable and to prolong the suffering 
of the Indochinese people should demand 
an immediate cut-off of all funds to the 
Thieu and Lon Nol regimes. 

(There will be a gathering at 7:30 p.m. 
August 16 in Faneuil Hall to mark the end 
of direct U.S. military involvement in 
Southeast Asia. Organized by Citizens for 
Participation in Political Action (CPPA) 
the meeting will also consider how to 
redirect the anti-war constituency to 
questions of U.S. aid to Thieu, amnesty 
and U.S. military spending.

a private insurance agent, who contacted 
Krause out of sympathy and wound up 
neck-deep in his own Kent investigations, 
Krause has sustained the ghosts. (Davies 
has just published a book, The Truth 
about Kent State, which theorizes with 
the aid of some remarkable photographs 
that a group of Guardsmen conspired 
while marching along the campus to kill 
some students.) 

To be sure the questions were there, 
quivering, begging to be answered. A 
summary of the still secret 8,000 page FBI 
report on Kent, leaked from the Civil 
Rights Division of Justice, indicated that 
the Guardsmen had fabricated after the 
event their claim that their lives were en- 
dangered. On July 29, 1970, Atty. Gen. 
Mitchell said there were ‘apparent 
violations of Federal law” involving both 
students and Guardsmen. Justice’s Civil 


Rights Division advised that six 
Guardsmen could be criminally 
prosecuted under Ohio law. 

And, according to congressional 
sources, one high Justice Dept. official 
resigned, in part because he had been dis- 
appointed in the lack of follow-through in 
the Dept.’s investigation of Kent. A 
memo, reportedly drafted to J. Edgar 
Hoover to complain about FBI techniques 
in investigating civil disturbances, never 
reached the Director. One complaint was 
that agents concentrated their interviews 
at Kent on student political activities, 
neglecting the probe of why the National 
Guard fired. 

Despite early hints of federal action, 
the Justice Dept. kept on postponing the 
decision on a grand jury. And on Oct. 16, 
1970 an Ohio State grand jury, in hostile 
anti-student language, indicted twenty 
five students and faculty and no 
guardsmen. (These indictments were 
later dropped.) The grand jurors were not 
even shown the FBI summary. 

On August 14, 1971, John Mitchell call- 


ed the shootings “‘unnecessary, un- 
warrarited and inexcusable.” Then he an- 
nounced there would be no federal grand 
jury. It was a law and order year, a pre- 
election year. 

But the Kent students didn’t give up. A 
petition with 50,000 signatures was sent to 
the White House, and Kent State Presi- 
dent Glen Olds, who knew Billy Graham, 
assured the students they would get an 
answer. Silence. 

The silence was not broken until the 
tides of Watergate began to slap at the 
pillars of Justice. On May 10 the students 
re-submitted their petition. After all, they 
said publicly, if the President was kept 
unaware of the Watergate by his closest 
advisors, wasn’t it possible that he’never 
had known of their petition. 

On May 10 a group of students met 
with an aide to Leonard Garment, and 
with Dep. Asst. Atty General William 
O’Connor. O’Connor, in conversation, ad- 
mitted that a few Ohio national 
guardsmen might have been indicted on 
misdemeanor charges, but said the 


Department decided against this because 
“successful prosecution was unlikely.” 

The students were livid; they claimed 
the misdemeanor statute cited by O’Con- 
-nor required felony charges if deaths were 
involved. Whe gave the department the 
right, demanded Arthur Krause, to act as 
“judge and jury. . 

As O’Connor tried to talk down his 
statement to the press, Congress began to 
pick up on the Kent issue as the perfect 
example of the politicization of the 
Justice Dept. a la Watergate. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, who had long been 
demanding — with no success — that the 
FBI make public their 8,000 page report, 
instructed Elliot Richardson at his confir- 
mation hearings to look into the matter. 
The House Judiciary Committee an- 
nounced it would hold hearings in the fall 
on how the Justice Dept. had made its in- 
itial decision on Kent, and dispatched two 
able young investigators to Ohio to start 
collecting material. And for the frosting, 
former Atty. Gen. Mitchell was indicted 
for perjury in his testimony before a grand 
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jury investigating financier Robert Vesco. 
By then staff investigators for the Senate 
Watergate committee were checking some 
angles on Kent and turning over material 
to Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 

On June 1, it became known that Mr. 
Pottinger was taking ‘“‘a fresh look’’ at 
Kent State. He insisted that it was simply 
to familiarize himself with an important 
issue. By June 25 Elliot Richardson was 
writing Sen. Kennedy that the depart- 
ment was reconsidering ‘“‘the question of 
convening a grand jury.” 

As the first week of August began, word 
leaked that the Dept. was undecided on 
Kent. Some of the best informed capitol 
sources were convinced that the Dept. 
had vetoed the grand jury idea; it would 
be an open admission of past guilt, they 
said. Others, aware of Atty. Gen. 
Richardson’s desire to create a “new im- 
age” for the Justice Dept. (he was 
scheduled to address the American Bar 
Association on this topic on August 8) felt 
he could not afford to leave the Kent issue 
unresolved. 

At this point there occured one of the 
strangest sequences in the Kent saga, one 
which some observers feel tilted the 
balance towards the new inquiry. Sen. 
Birch Bayh (D) of Indiana received at 
midweek three written statements by 
Ohio national guardsmen which 
suggested that a mysterious young man 
named Terry Norman might have 
triggered the Kent shootings. The press 
discovered that Mr. Norman was an un- 
dercover agent for the Washington, D.C. 
police. And the name of Terrance B. Nor- 
man hit the media firmament like a 
Watergate star. Sen. Bayh claimed the 
emergence of Mr. Norman’s saga was a 
“catalyst” in the Justice Dept.’s decision 
to reopen the case. Assistant AG Pot- 
tinger retorted, “I’m not saying Terry 
Norman was not an influence, I’m saying 
that he (Bayh) didn’t force our hand.” 

It is necessary to examine the Norman 
saga 1) because some people (not in- 
cluding this reporter) think a bullet from 
his gun may have triggered the National 
Guard barrage; 2) because other people 
fear his meteroric rise to stardom may dis- 
tract the Justice Dept. inquiry, or, even 
worse, give the Dept. a handy excuse to 
abandon the inquiry should Norman be 


found irrelevent; and 3) most important- 
ly, because the fact that so many 
questions about Norman remain un- 
answered casts a large shadow on the 
adequacy of the original Justice Dept. in- 
vestigation. 

Norman, a slender, short-haired law en- 
forcement major at Kent State, was seen 
running from Blanket Hill, the scene of 
the shooting, immediately after the firing. 
He was waving a pistol. National Guard 
spokesmen initially claimed they had 
fired in response to sniper fire, although 
the summary of the FBI report states 
categorically that “there was no sniper.” 

Norman said he had a loan from the 
Law Enforcement Administration Agency 
which could be paid off by four years work 
for any police force. He constantly hung 
around with the KSU force and was 
known to take pictures of demonstrators 
for them. He also carried a pistol (ap- 
parently legally as he was bonded to work 
as a security agent for a downtown Akron 
music center) which he loved to flash 
around. He called himself a “gun nyt.” 
Norman also spied on SDS meetings for 
the KSU force, and according to another 
student undercover agent, he gave infor- 
mation to the House Internal Security. 
Committee. 

When Norman entered the campus on 
May 4, he was vouched for by a KSU 
police officer who obtained for him a 
national guard press pass as a 
photographer for the FBI. The FBI has 
denied that Norman was ever “under con- 
tract” to the Bureau, but admits he was 
paid $125 for information on the White 
People’s Socialist Party only one month 
before the Kent shootings. In an interview 
with a House Judiciary Committee aide, 
Norman said he was on campus that day 
to take pictures for “the Campus Police 
and people of higher offices.” In the same 
interview, Norman said that after the 
shootings on May 4 he was driven home 
“in an army vehicle” by Major William 
Shimp, a high ranking guard official and 
by “some General from the Ohio National 
Guard.’’ Norman told friends that 
General Robert Canterbury, second rank- 
ing guard official at Kent that day, later 
offered him a job with the ONG legal 
department. 

In his interview, Norman denies that he 


fired his gun on May 4. He says he was 
following the guard lines and “was run- 
ning up the hill and they turned and shot. 
I heard a bumblebee sound which meant 
that a bullet had just gone over my head. I 
hit the ground.” 


Norman says he then “proceeded 
toward the (campus) police station. . .” 
At that point, he says, he “‘was jumped by 
a ‘group of citizens.’ They threatened me 
with serious bodily injury. It was then 
that I pulled my gun out.” After that, he 
says, he ran down the hill to join the 
guard. 

Several witnesses say they saw Norman 
pull his gun or heard him say that he had 
fired, but there is no clear and uncon- 
tradicted testimony that he did fire before 
the National Guard barrage. A TV 
newsman and a national guardsman who 
helped disarm Norman say he exclaimed, 
“TI had to shoot. They were going to kill 
me.” They also say the officer who dis- 
armed him, Detective Tom Kelly, cried 
out when he took Norman’s pistol, “My 
God, it’s been fired.” 

But Kelly claimed two days later that 
he was only joking. And the KSU police 
dept. insists that the gun was checked im- 
mediately after it was retrieved and all 
chambers were full. No ballistics test was 
ever performed. 

It is possible that those who thought 
they saw Norman fire witnessed an inci- 


dent which happened immediately after 


the guards’ shooting, the incident when 
Norman says he was “jumped.” Tom 
Masterson, a former Kent student says 
that he “grabbed Norman in a big bear 
hug”’ just after the guard fired because he 
had seen Norman throwing rocks at 
students. Norman, he says, then “pulled 
out‘@ revolver, brought the barrel straight 
out across my face. . . then started to 
retreat down the hill.’ Masterson never 
saw Norman immediately before or dur- 
ing the guards’ firing. 

Norman has received inordinate 
publicity in the last few days, most likely 
because he presented a fresh angle for 
newspaper stories about the renewed in- 
quiry into Kent State. 

But there is an angle to Norman which 
makes him especially important, and it is 
one which the Justice Dept. has plainly 
indicated it does not intend to pursue. 
Although Norman had the potential to be 
an explosive figure in the Kent story, the 
FBI never interviewed Masterson, nor the 
TV newsman, nor the three national 
guardsmen who heard him say he had 
fired. The FBI at first told Sen. Bayh it 
had not even interviewed Norman after 
May 4; the Justice Dept. later claimed 
this was innacurate and that he had been 
interviewed twice in May. The FBI never 
did a ballistics test on his gun, nor did it 
inquire why he was on campus mas- 
querading as an FBI photographer. 

If the lack of investigation of Norman is 
typical of the quality of the 8,000 page 
FBI report there may be extra good reason 
why the Justice Dept. has been so reluc- 
tant to release it during the long months 
when the Kent affair appeared dead. 

Atty. General Richardson picked the 
middle road between two sticky options 
when he chose a “further inquiry” rather 
than deciding immediately on the grand 
jury question. Since there appears to be 
no new evidence in the case, except what 
the press has dredged up in the past week 
on Terry Norman, he will have tomake his 
decision on the existing facts. It is hard to 
see how he can opt for a granc jury 
without clearly admitting that the 
grounds for the jury existed three years 
ago. If this is'too painful a political admis- 
sion, it may be up to the House Judicial 
Committee or Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
to deal with Mrs. Miller’s hope. 
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PASTO, COLOMBIA — One of the 
most interesting pieces of news to come 
out of South America recently is the dis- 
covery of psilocybin mushrooms in 
Colombia. Some species, especially 
Stropharia cubensis, had been reported 
outside of Mexico, but it was assumed 
that their use was confined to Oaxaca and 
neighboring territories. Then, about five 
years ago, stories began to reach the U.S. 
that students in Colombia were getting 
high by eating mushrooms. 


Colombia is a sort of cornucopia of psy- 
choactive plants. In addition to producing 
a multitude of exotic Amazonian drugs 
(such as yage), it is the main source of po- 
tent marihuana in western South America 
and a large coca producer as well. And 
now, it seems, it is a second home for 
psilocybin mushrooms. Stropharia cuben- 
sis — the San Ysidro of Mexico — has es- 
tablished itself in many parts of the coun- 
try and is being consumed by many peo- 
ple. Interestingly enough, there is no 
tradition for use of mushrooms as in- 
toxicants by South American Indians, so 
that knowledge of use of this species must 
have come from outside. Quite probably, 
it was brought by hippies — North 
American, South American, or European 
— who knew the mushroom from the 
Huautla area of Oaxaca and recognized it 
in Colombia. In some cases these people 
have recently introduced Colombian In- 
dians to the drug — the reverse of the 
usual order of things. 


Stropharia grows in open cow pastures, 
in manure, and likes hot weather. Many 
stories about it circulate among travelers 
in Colombia. One is that it grows 
wherever volcanoes, fireflies, and 
avocados occur together. Another is that 
it follows Brahma cattle (which were im- 


because of their resistance to heat). But it 
seems to be growing all over the place 
without regard to any particular con- 
ditions and has even been reported in 
great numbers in central Florida and 
along the Gulf Coast of the United States, 
where volcanoes, at least for the moment, 
are not, much in evidence. 

Nearly every major Colombian city has 
a mushroom field not far from it. There is 
a big one at La Miel (“‘Honey’’), reachable 
by bus, milk truck, and footpath from 
Bogota; one in the hills above Medellin; 
another just at the edge of Cali. After 
rains, when the hongos are plentiful, these 
fields are full of young people picking and 
eating the magic plants. The mushrooms 
are growing all through the fertile Cauca 
valley and in the Amazon basin as well. 
And now, other species, such as Psilocybe 
mexicana, previously known only in Mex- 
ico, are turning up, too — one of them 
right in the streets of Bogota. Yet so far, 
they have not been seen outside of Colom- 
bia; for example, no one has found them 
in Ecuador, Peru, or Venezuela. 

Because Colombia has such a concen- 
tration of drug plants and because it is 
also the easiest place in South America to 
reach from the U.S., great numbers of 
North Americans come to sample the 
fruits of the land. And very few of them 
seem to be disappointed with the 
mushrooms. In fact, I have heard almost 
no stories of ‘‘bad trips” with mushrooms. 
Few persons get sick with them, and few 
have anything but good things to say 
about them. They are talked about with a 
kind of respect that one does not often 
hear from long-time users of many drugs. 
* I first ate Colombian mushrooms out- 
side of Cali in an idyllically beautiful 
field, with clumps of woods, a clear. river, : 


Brahma cows lying peacefully in the 
bright-green grass. It was the beginning of 
the dry season, but there were enough 
hongos to bemushroom a group of us, and 
we ate them as we found them. To eat 
them fresh from the ground was a great 
treat to the senses: how good they taste 
and how full of energy they seem! And 
how rare it is to come across something 
completely natural, fresh, and beautiful 
that not only gets you high with minimal 
physiological discomfort but also tastes 
delicious! 

We sat in the grass, about ten of us, and 


let the mushrooms transport us to a realm . 


of calm good-feeling, in which we drank in 
the beauty of the setting. There were color 
visions, as I had experienced before with 
San Ysidro in Mexico. But in Mexico I 
had eaten the mushrooms late at night, in 
darkness and secrecy, in the very shadow 
of menacing police authority. Now it was 
broad daylight, the open country, with no 
one but friendly fellow-travelers around. 
In Mexico I had felt like an early Chris- 
tian pursuing the sacrament in a 
catacomb, wary for the approach of 
Roman legions; here everything was 
above-ground and open. The Indians of 
the Sierra Mazateca say that mushrooms 
cannot be eaten in the daytime — that 
they must only be eaten at night. But here 
we were in full daylight having a wonder- 
ful time. In general, I prefer to take psy- 
chedelic substances in the daytime whan 
their energies are more in harmony with 
the rhythms of my body, and I feel that 
way about mushrooms, too. Is it possible, 
I wondered, that the Indian habit of 
eating mushrooms at night is not so 
traditional as it appears but dates back 
‘only to the arrival of the Spanish and the 
persecutions of native rites by the

ported into South America in this century and enormous, gray, hump-backed Church? 


After several hours, we wandered back 
through the imperturbable’ Brahma 
giants, across the river, and to the road 
where we had left our truck. Another nice 
thing about the mushrooms is that they 
wear off, gently, after four to six hours — 
in many ways a much more convenient 
duration of action than the twelve-hour 
trips of LSD, peyote, mescaline, MDA. 
We had some extra mushrooms still with 
us, and these we dried for later use. (They 
can also be preserved by packing them in 
honey.) Some days later, on the deserted 
shore of a lake in the eastern Andes, near 
the border of Ecuador, a few of us shared 
these dried mushrooms and again felt 
their magic. But though they still tasted 
good, it was not nearly so pleasant to eat 
them this way as fresh. 

I strongly believe that psychedelics 
merely trigger or release certain ex- 
periences that originate in the human ner- 
vous system and that one can learn to 
have these experiences without taking 
drugs. But I also believe that psychedelic 
substances are useful in certain people at 
certain stages of development. And I 
think that when used properly they have 
enormous potential for bringing about 
medical as well as psychological cures of 
morbid conditions. Of all the psychedelics 
I am familiar with, none approaches 
mushrooms in overall desirable qualities, 
such as ease of consumption, lack of tox- 
icity, and manageability of effects. 

I am about to leave Pasto for Cali, a trip 
that will take me through the main 
mushroom area of southwestern Colom- 
bia. It is raining now, and I expect the 
fields will be bearing heavily. If I come 
across any more information about these 
magic hongos colombianos, I will forward 
it to you posthaste.

system which puts workers at the beck 
and call of growers and crew leaders who 
have the power to hire and fire at will. 

Under the UFW contracts, workers are 
hired in halls under a seniority system. 
Grievances are handled immediately by 
ranch committees rather than through 
Teamster bureaucracy; elected by 
workers, the committees are taught to 
deal with worker grievances on the spot, 
according to UFW supporters. 

While the 2.2 million member 
Teamster union claims to represent 150,- 
000 farm workers, a survey conducted by a 
group of clergymen showed 85 percent of 
the 1,000 sampled favored UFW represen- 
tation. The UFW charges that the 
Teamsters used trickery and forgery to 
gather petition signatures. Moreover, 
collusion and payoffs among Teamsters, 
growers and the Nixon administration are 
about to be investigated by the Senate 
Labor Committee. Meanwhile, the 
Teamsters have hired Hells’ Angels and 
other “goons” to harass picketers. And in 


recent weeks, thousands of picketers have 
been arrested for violating a Monterey in- 
junction prohibiting strikers from. stan- 
ding less than 30 yards apart and using 
sound amplification equipment more 
than an hour a day. (Though:a December 
California Supreme Court decision in- 
validated a three-year old blanket injunc- 
tion against the UFW lettuce strike, a 
county court chose to find a way to make 
striking difficult. What’s worse, Chavez 
and his supporters emphasize, is 
thousands of illegal aliens have entered 
California to scab and despite countless 
UFW requests, deportation officials have 
refused to act. 

UFW staff person Virginia Jones is 
another of Chavez’s people. We talked at 
the rally. She knows the situation first 
hand — she worked in the California 
fields until she was eighteen. She and her 
eight brothers and sisters worked alter- 
nate days so no one would miss school all 
the time and still allow the family to eat. 


~ Her 70 year old parents who came from 


Mexico in their teens are still field 
workers. — 

“We worked picking cotton in the 
winter — that was the steadiest,”’ she told 
me, during the rally. “You had the first 
pick, the second pick, and then the bolls. 


If the cotton was good, you made $6.00 a 
day. We all of us kids worked in the sugar 
beet fields — it’s. excruciating work 
because you have to use a short handled 
hoe. It took three days for all of us to do an 
acre — we'd get $9.00 among us. 

She remembers living in a migrant 
camp cabin with one outdoor toilet for 25 
families — her family had no indoor toilet 
until she was 14. She describes labor con- 
tractors who defrauded winos rounded up 
to work for the promise of booze — and 
others who prevented families from leav- 
ing by fencing them in. 

So Virginia, gray at 30, joined the union 
soon after she finished school. She works 
quietly, behind the scenes, translating, 
keeping the volunteers going, and urging 
Bostonians not to eat non-union grapes. 

If the strike in California is broken, she 
believes, there will be no hope for decent 


living and working conditions for the 
‘thousands of the nation’s yet unorganized 


migrant families earning an average $1,- 
800 a year. 

Finally I spotted Chavez in the crowd 
and was inching toward him, trying to 
sneak down a few notes on what he was 
telling another reporter. Suddenly, out of 
the blue, Massachusetts AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent Joe Sullivan called me over, in- 


troduced me to Chavez and told us both I 
wanted to ask Chavez a few questions. 

The white-haired Sullivan, who 
organized meatcutters in the thirties, had 
earlier in the day come down hard against 
dirty Teamster tactics and offered, if 
belatedly, 100 percent support for the 
UFW fight. (The national AFL-CIO had 
already given $1.6 million to the UFW to 
pay strike benefits and individual unions 
have provided funds and organizers for 
the California effort.) 

“This is no jurisdiction fight (as the 
Teamsters claim,)” Sullivan told the 130 
labor leaders who attended the morning 
session. “This is an independent union 
trying to destroy a union of the AFL-CIO 
and we can’t let that happen.” 

As I spoke with Chavez, Sullivan and 
other leaders flanking him would in- 
terrupt now and then to tell me and 
assure themselves, “It’s just like the thir- 
ties. It’s no different from the Irish.” 

Despite the show, Cesar Chavez left 
town as he had entered it — calm, quiet, 
half-ironic. ‘““The growers don’t want us 
because they have forgotten other unions 
were as radical and militant as we are. . . 
we are very bad at organizing growers.” 
But next year, he said, they'll have to

either side of his face), hair matted with 
blood. “I probably looked like a monster.” 
He crawls into the highway, and flags 
down a car, which just happens to be 
driven by a lady who works at nearby 
Faulkner hospital. Which is where Steve 
wakes up and where he spends the next 
few days. 

At first they put him in an intensive 
care unit, but when they move him down 
to a ward room on the fourth floor, he 
becomes, for the public record, since he’s 
the prime witness in a murder case, 
“Henry Adams.” It’s time for' the 
paranoia to begin. 

Steve first hears of a young, uniden- 
tified kid, walking among fourth floor 
rooms, “just looking at the names on the 
beds.” Next, one day Steve is down at the 
end of a corridor, talking to his parents, 
about the end of visiting hours. A nurse 
comes up to him, and what he remembers 
her saying is “Steve, get in your room. 
Quickly.” Later, he learns that two un- 
identified persons walked onto his floor, 
headed towards his room, brushing past 
one nurse before they were stopped by a 
second. They run away when the second 
nurse takes over. Police tell Tuscher not 
to worry, that sometimes people try to 
steal drugs from hospitals, and besides, 
“They wouldn’t try anything foolish.” 
But after that, Steve gets a private detec- 
tive to keep guard until the early morning 
hours.

Comes time to return home. Steven is 
told that local police have been notified, 
and understands that there was supposed 


to be an unmarked police car outside his 
parents’ house. But instead, he decides to 
stay at his brother’s house. The first night 


there, he gets a prescription for “this 
super cool tranquilizer, Valium,” meets a 
friend for some smokes and a six pack, 
starts to watch television but gets in a 
fight with his sister-in-law and a former 
girl friend. He calls his mother to pick 
him up. 

That’s when he tries to commit suicide. 
“When I got home, I went up to the 
bathroom, I guess I went to take a leak, 
and I just opened the medicine cabinet 
and took all 45 Valium tablets — the 
whole prescription . . . There was no 
reason; it wasn't premeditated.” 

The next thing Steve remembers is a 
stomach pump, a local hospital, and 
groggily signing himself into the place he 
is now. 


But the first day there, he had walking 
privileges around the grounds, you see, 
and “I found myself walking off the 
grounds to get a beer.” He hitches to a 
bar, and sees a group of “‘kids” outside the 
bar, gets nervous, but wants the beer bad 
enough to go in past them. He has a cou- 
ple of beers, and then gets nervous again. 
This time, he calls the police to get him 
back to the place. The police tell him they 
don’t run a taxi service, so he has to screw 
up his courage and make it back alone. 

“That was the first day,” he says. “And 
I had broken all the rules. They pulled 
down my pants, shoved me with 500 
milliliters of Librium, packed my suit- 
case, and locked me up for seven days. 

“Then I really felt that I was nuts. Felt 
like an animal, you know. And was com- 
pletely pissed off. So I did this thing, 
where you can sign this statement to get 
released; I signed it just to scare bess doc-

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tor. I said, ‘Listen, I will rip this up entire- 


ly if you give me what I want’ ” — which 
was to be in the other building, and to get 
some psychiatric help. 

“Then you’re meeting with the psy- 
chiatrist now?” I ask. 

“Well, to tell you the truth, I’ve only 
seen him five times, and each time, it’s 
been for one minute.” When this inter- 
view was done, Steven Tuscher, alias 
somebody else, had been in the place for 
17 days. “First time I saw him, he said, 
‘Steve, what’d you do the other day?” I 
told him I’d walked off the grounds, 
gotten a couple of beers, and come back. 
And he said, ‘You know, Steve, what they 
call that? Nuts. That’s what they call 
that.’ This guy doesn’t even know my past 
history, he doesn’t even know how to 
pronounce my last name. 

“The second time I saw him, also one 
minute, he said I had scrambled eggs for 
brains. What he was trying to do was feel 
me out, get me to be aggressive (Steve 
accentuates the last word), show him, 
- show him an action. But I didn’t do 


anything. So I’m paying this money to 
sleep here, eat some meals, take some 
pills.” 

Tuscher’s father is trying to file suit 
against the Commonwealth to get some 
money to cdver the mounting medical 
bills. Steve had no insurance, he says. 

Right now, Steve can’t understand why 
it all happened. And he’s beginning to 
worry about the re-entry into the “‘nor- 
mal” world he’ll be making soon. At one 
point during the interview, I start to tell 
him that the attack on him and Jerry is of 
special concern because of what seems to 
be mounting assaults on gay people, but 
he interrupts me. 


“T’ve seen one,” he said. He was in Ken- 
more Square and there are these two guys 
holding hands and roller-skating, you 
know, and this other guy — in broad 
daylight, runs at them, hits one of them 
with a flying kick. ‘“Now that guy may not 
like this, guys’ holding hands and doing 
their thing, but he just had to go out of his 
way to prove his point by hurting the guys 


physically. Now what does that prove? It 
proves nothing.” 

I agree, and ask Steve if he thinks he 
was singled out because his assailants 
thought he was gay. “They probably did,” 
he reflects. “Jerry and I were both well- 
dressed . . . And I remember the police 
asking me what I heard while I was being 
beaten . . . I could hear Jerry screaming, 
“God, why are you doing this?’ And while 
I was on the ground, while they were kick- 
ing, punching and poling me, I could hear 
them say, ‘Take everything he’s got.’ | 
heard one guy yell, ‘Kill the bastards and 
see if they ever get to be gay again,’ or 
something like that. ‘Take this, you 
faggot,’ that’s what they were yelling.” 

Steve professes ignorance of much of 
Boston’s gay life. He doesn’t consider 
himself “‘gay.”” He does say that he does 
some ‘‘AC-DC”’ things. “I think 
everybody should be AC-DC, at least,” he 
says. “You know, a guy and a guy, a girl 
and a girl, and a guy and a girl. Everyone 
would know each other. Then there 
wouldn’t be a need for- violence. You 


know, then everything would be just 
great.” 

But it’s not like that, and Steve knows 
it. Violence turns his stomach, is 
“Childish . . . ignorant.” And it’s that im- 
perfect world he’s going to have to re- 
enter. 

He’s worried about that re-entry. This 
morning he was supposed to talk to the 
police, but the sergeant coordinating the 
case is on vacation. There are the letters 
— from people he doesn’t know — telling 
him that things like this wouldn’t happen 
if he didn’t drink or go to such places. 
There are still some unidentified phone 
calls that have been made to his parents. 

And while his company has been very 
understanding so far, “I just hope this 
thing doesn’t screw my life up . . . Ihavea 
great job, a good future. But I’m sure I'll 
want to go out on dates or to the bars. One 
of these nights I may want to go back to 
The Other Side, just for the hell of it. But 
the only way I'd ever leave there is if I had 
a safe ride home, or an escort — and 
that’s no way to go to a night club.”

KANSAS CITY — On Wednesday 
night Orlando Cepeda came within one 
knee of a major league record four triples 
in one baseball game. (“Make that half a 
knee,” laughed Cha Cha.) As it happen- 
ed, Wounded Knee wound up with a 
record-tying four doubles, no mean feat 
for anybody when you consider the fact 
that it was accomplished on the world’s 
largest pool table, Royals Stadium. 
Inasmuch as the six runs he drove in in 
the process propelled the Sox to their only 
win here while Luis Tiant was whirling his 
way to his 15th victory, it was a par- 
ticularly newsworthy event. It was so 
newsworthy, in fact, that one of the Kan- 
sas City Star’s ace reporters saw fit to 
feature a story on the “fellow Latins,” and 
in the next day’s paper the interviewer 
painstakingly supplied his own version of 
what one supposed was intended to be the 
latino vernacular. Carefully noting the 
fact that both were “munching on 
watermelon,” Sid Borgman characterized 
Tiant and Cepeda in a manner that, for 
all the world, one would have presumed 
that he had been talking instead to Frito 
Bandito and Tonto. Now, since I was sit- 
ting there when the guy talked to Orlando 
I know what he said, and Cepeda, who 
speaks English as well as I do, was 
furious. It was, in a word, disgraceful.

FOXBORO — Nov, exhibition football 
has always served as one of the schlocky 
curiosities of the age, a kind of husband- 
wife quarrel with shoulder pads, instant 
replay, bump-and-run defense, holding 
penalties, unsportsmanlike conduct and 
paying spectators. And as is the case with 
even the best of domestic squabbles, 
though you don’t know who’s going to 
win, you don’t really care, and you know 
that the whole thing is going to be dealt 
with more seriously later on, anyway. 

But like husbands and wives, fans of 
pro football — even fans of the New 
England Patriots, cynics would say — 
never have been accused of possessing 
things like perspective, good judgement or 
sense of priority. Thus as the good patrons 
of Schaefer Stadium filed into that place 
last Sunday night for the Patriots’ home 
exhibition opener against the Oakland 
Raiders, it was obvious that despite 
weather hotter than the contents of 
Richard Nixon’s safe, football season was 
truly upon us. For followers of the New 
England Patriots, despair had once again 
sprung eternal. 

This was to be the night that the 
CREP (Committee to Resurrect the 
Patriots), headed by Chairman Charles 


home folks up to date on the committee’s 
progress. And in spite of the Oakland 
team going most of the second half with a 
bunch of people who looked like Nader’s 
Raiders, enabling the Patriots to end the 
evening with a 17-17 tie, both Fairbanks, 
and the 45,000 people on hand were pleas- 
ed with what they saw.

In fact, there was an unfamiliar, almost 
heady atmosphere all about the place 
Sunday, from the redecorated (and 
recarpeted) Pats dressing room to the New 


England Patriots’ Fight Song “played 
tonight for the very first time and written 
by Al Tobias.”” However, my friend Mike 
the Coach, who likes to refer to himself as 


-the ‘“‘Noblest Roman of Them All’ 


because he is ffom Rome, N.Y., just 
snorted. 

“Fairbanks must have known all about 
the Kerry Jackson case,” said Mike the 
Coach. He was referring to the Oklahoma 
quarterback whose high school transcript 
had been tampered with, resulting in 
Oklahoma’s recent probation by the 
Big 8. Fairbanks was head coach at 
Oklahoma at the time. ‘He must have 
known they were ready to blow the lid 
right off of that thing.

Oklahoma Crude: Making the Gamble

SECOND SECTION/THE BOSTON PHOENIX

It is raining hard and raining 
mean this night on a Basque ranch 
outside of Stockton, California, 
where Stanley Kramer’s production 
company has built an Oklahoma oil 
field, circa 1910. 

It’s not what the Stockton 
Chamber of Commerce promised for 
October and November, yet in all 
there will be sixteen rain days, 
costing the company $30,000 a shot. 
And so this night, the crew is on the 
location, hoping there will be a 
break in the weather so that they 
can salvage at least one scene. 

The action centers around a large 
dome with an oil derrick atop, and 
everyone in the film is fighting for 
control of that dome. But tonight, 


at least, the dome is yielding to no © 
man. The roads are too slippery to. 


get the equipment up, and the crew 
is mudded-down at the bottom of 
the hill. 

Stanley Kramer is playing cards 
with several crew members around a 
large table in the luncheon tent at 
the base camp, and his lieutenants 
keep poking their heads in from the 
rain, whispering in his ear. Finally, 
close to midnight, Kramer shrugs at 
a report that if they don’t head out 
soon, the access road to the highway 
will be washed out and they’ll have 
to. stay the night, on overtime. 


For Kramer, this is the culmina- 
tion of just another day of film- 
making. His production manager is 
dying of a stroke in a nearby 
hospital after collapsing on the set, 
he’s just kissed off another $30,000 
from his budget, and he can scarcely 
buy a winning hand at blackjack. 
And the following morning he will 
be awakened with the news that the 
storm knocked over one of his 
derricks during the night, killing one 
of Farmer Ospital’s cows. 

And none of these real-life 
milestones are extraordinary in this 
Dream Machine. When I reported 
for an apprenticeship with Stanley 
Kramer last August, having 
directed only two short documen- 
taries, he warned me that “Making 
believe can be a lot harder, because 
you go to any length to create an il- 
lusion.” 

After three months on location 
and another few months in the 
studio, with full cooperation from 
Kramer and very little kept from 
me, I finally internalized what he 
had meant. A very strong 55-year- 
old man succumbed to a stroke, a 
cow died instantly, great sums of 
money changed hands, marriages 
dissolved and new ones were ger- 
minated, too much liquor was con- 
sumed. And all this energy, all this 
real life experience was channeled 
into a two-hour long, 35 mm. wide 
strip of celluloid entitled Oklahoma 
Crude. Soon the third dimension of 
the real life experience’ would be 
forgotten and only the movie, for

better or for worse, would be 
remembered.

Stanley Kramer was once the en- 


fant terrible of Hollywood, a young, 
independent producer and later 


director who made such controver-. 


sial filmsas The Defiant Ones, Inherit 
the Wind, On the Beach, Judge- 
ment at Nuremberg, and Guess 


‘Who’s Coming to Dinner, the film . 


about miscengenation that the 
critics called quite controversial in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, where the 
still-mischievous Kramer decided to 
premiere it. 

But what happens when the en- 
fant terrible is successful with his 
controversial films. A few years ago, 
Kramer was meeting with a group of 
students at Standord University, 
self-consciously repeating a favorite 
phrase: “I’ve been fighting the es- 
tablishment all my life, and I still 
don’t know what the establishment 
is,” he said. 

“That’s because you’re the es- 
tablishment,” shot back one of the 
students. 

It might have made for a tense 
moment, but Stanley Kramer, ever 
the combatant, can take a punch. 
He repeats the story often and he 
put the experience almost verbatim 
into a terrible film he made called 
RPM (Revolutions Per Minute) 
about a student takeover during the 
Protest Period of the Sixties. It was 
Kramer’s most personal film, and 
probably his worst, with his good 
friend Anthony Quinn cast as a 
liberal college professor who gets 


caught in between the students and. 


the administration. “Although I’ve 
often felt that the library should be 
burned,” Kramer is fond of saying, 
“T could never burn it myself.” 
Paul Simon once said that, after 
becoming successful, he had trouble 
writing songs because nobodywas in- 
terested in “living in the Big 


House,” and perhaps this applies to 
Kramer as well. Kramer lives in a 
Big House in Beverly Hills, eats 
dinner at Chasens with other 
successful friends, and spends a 
great deal of his time away from the 
studio with his second wife and their 
two young daughters. He hasn’t lost 
touch with the issues — he is, after 
all, a liberal, and not apathetic — 
but perhaps he’s lost touch with the 
personal dynamics behind some of. 
the causes that he so devoutly 
believes in. 

RPM is a good example. Having 
been away from Academia for a long 
time (except for a short teaching 
stint at the UCLA cinema school), 
Kramer had to rely heavily upon the 
screenplay by Erich Segal, college- 
professor-cum-pop-artist. Segal had 
the college professor living with an 
attractive graduate student, and he 
told Kramer that this was the norm 
for college professors. Kramer’s first 
mistake was believing Segal, and his 
second mistake was casting Ann- 
Margret for the part. End of 
credibility, end of picture. 

RPM was one of three commer- 


cially unsuccessful films to folldw 


the incredible success of Guese 
Who’s Coming to Dinner (Secret of 
Santa Vittoria and Bless the Beasts 
and Children were the others). And 
now it was money, not messages, 
that made Stanley Kramer con- 
troversial. “I found out early in my 
life that really nobody objected to 
messages,” he said. “They objected 
to messages which didn’t niake 
money, which makes a big 


difference.” In fact, they objected to 


any films that didn’t make money, 
and so Stanley Kramer was in a 
position of having to prove himself 
again rather than basking in the 
twilight of his career. 

And Kramer decided to do it in 
the style of the gambler that he most 
truly is — for big stakes. He con- 
vinced Columbia to’ pay a lot of 


money — almost $300,000 — for an 
original screenplay by an unknown 
31-year-old Berkeley graduate named 
Marc Norman. It was clearly not 
meant to be another “message” film, 
but instead what Kramer calls an 
“entertainment.” And he wasn’t 
about to do a half-assed job. With a 
$5 million budget, he put together a 
high-powered package with 
cinematographer Bob Surtees (The 
Graduate, Summer of '42, The Last 
Picture Show), actors George C-. ' 
Scott, Faye Dunaway, John Mills 
and Jack Palance, and composer 
‘Henry Mancini. And all of a sudden 
Kramer’s future as a feature film 
maker was as precarious as that of 
the people in Oklahoma Crude, try- 
ing to strike oil. 

John Mills was lying in a large 
puddle at the foot of the derrick, 
supposedly having been shot off the 
top of the rig. The scene called for 
Faye Dunaway to break down at her 
father’s death, wade into the puddle 
and cradle him in her arms. 

While Mills lay in the wet mud, 
Dunaway was taking her time to 
work up to the proper emotions for 
this big scene, and George C. Scott 
finally felt she had taken too long. 
He growled something like, “Hey 
tady, you gonna do it or aren’t you?” 
Dunaway snapped back at him, and 
the assistant directors quickly 
cleared the set of extra crew 
members, spectators and press as 
the scene was finally completed. 

It was the only, visible flare-up of 
its kind during the making of 
Oklahoma Crude, and it was cathar- 
tic for those complex emotions that 
build up between actors whose lives 
become intertwined during a film. A 
week or so later, Scott and Dunaway 
did their love scene, and although 
they were being uncharacteristically 
polite to each other, the incident 
seemea forgoten. Perhaps they're 
just good actors.

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Inside the Cabana, a gay women’s bar in Providence, there is a pool 
table jammed in an alcove, three or four plastic palm trees, and a 
. raised band dais backed by a gold lame sheet. Whitch, a four-woman 
rock band, have played there frequently. They’ve played quite a few 
gay bars, but not many straight bars, because who wants to hire an 
all-girl rock band that dresses as though they’re going to Social 
Education class? 

Elaine, the manager, gets calls from straight bar bookers. “Well, 


what’s the act? Are they big-busted? Do they go topless? What do 
1 \ they wear? What’s the gimmick?” Nope, nope, just four women who 


play rock ‘n’ roll and want to travel on the strength of the music. 

Drummer/singer Linda Fumarola fumes, “‘When we play a regular 
bar, you know, I’ve had guys come up to me after the set and say, 
“You sure drum good for a chick.’ Or, ‘Gee, I was listening to the band 
-| for a half-hour and I didn’t even know you was girls.”” Plus they get 
all the usual crap about managers who expect to ball them and the 
male groupies who hang out on the bandstand drunk, obscene, and 
dangerous. The patrons of the women’s bars don’t hassle the band, 
but meanwhile Whitch is waiting for that move out of their particular 
groove. Surely the world is ready for another good rock band. 

Linda does most of the lead singing in a clear, persuasive alto, with 
the other women’s exquisite harmonies behind her. They did a sweet 
“‘He’s So Fine” followed by a sweeter “Be My Baby” at the end of 
which the group broke into a perfect acapella “‘Shoo-be-doo-wah- 
who-oh.” And the vocals were uncanny on “Daydreamin’”’, for which 
Linda really outdid herself, singing a wire-thin-but-strong lead while 
keeping the fire on the drums. 

The group’s repertory contained a lot of current ballads and 
rockers: Elton John, Johnny Nash, Traffic, Tower of Power, 
Eagles.... Their own material is strong, particularly a song by Big 
Karen Brooks called “With You,” a lilting rocker with a touch of 
R&B. Big Karen graduated from Berklee and she can prove it, 
because she plays piano with her right hand and trumpet with her 
left, just like a cat who used to be with Otis Rush. 

Little Karen (Balbassare) also contributes to the repertory, a fast

Bring a blanket. because of Little Karen, and because she looks as though she could go 
bear-hunting with a stick. But it’s not as simple as Big Karen playing 
piano with her right hand and trumpet with her left. She also plays 
bass for many of the numbers, unless Little Karen stops playing lead 
guitar and takes over bass. Wendy sings lead, plays lead guitar and 
bass and Big Karen sings lead. So it’s a mighty versatile band, and a 
surprising one, because rock is male-dominated to a ridiculous 
degree, and for whatever reasons, female musicians who have power 
and momentum are as rare as an honest Nixon. I always expected 
_| them to bog down in the middle of the song, to break up laughing in 
bewilderment in the middle of some tune because Linda and Wendy 
started in one key and the Karens started in another; for the drum- 
ming in the middle of a guitar solo to become hopelessly muddled 
and catch up with itself from behind. And you know—all these things _ 
happened and the band still rocked like hell, with the crispest corner- 
ing you could want. 

Practicing and working for a year and a half, they’re hardly dis- 
couraged, but they are waiting for more listeners to catch on. 
Everyone involved has been through her personal mill, resulting in a 
band that refuses to compromise with an elitist, male-dominated in- 
dustry. So they say “‘no thanks’”’ to all the topless offers and the usual 
weirdo scuzz, and they keep on working. But it’s hard to make it 
without trading on sex appeal. Their degree of success will be a 
measure of the height of the music business’ consciousness; but in 
any case, they do deserve to succeed. . 


Also in Providence we saw The Rhode Island Feminist Theatre’s 
first play, “Taking It Off,” directed by Kate Phelps and performed at 
the Washington Park Methodist Church. They play, which Mark 
Halliday (one of the eight- -person troupe) crystallized into a script, is 
an allegory of sexist oppression whose setting is the Pleasant Valley 
Beauty Camp for womeh and whose metaphors, ranging from weight 
loss programs to the paternalistic camp psychiatrist, all make thier 
point but tend to be rather benign. There’s less bite than there ought 
to be, the consequence of scenes so prolonged that they begin to ap- 
proximate real life which, even if it is where the real oppression of 
+ | women occurs, should be edited to illuminate dramatically those 
patterns of domination. Also, one wonders whether a beauty camp is 


: an apt choice of setting with its emphasis on physicality when op- 
pression can be so much more insidious than the script generally in- 
dicates. But there were some fine performances, notably by Halliday, 
Jessica Murray as the most spineless of the campers, Mary K. Fox, 
and Dennis Sykes as the athletic director. The camp does provide a 


few wonderful mataphors like a calisthenic program for the women in 


- which they turn cartwheels and “bend over backwards” for the men. 
In the end, of course, the women raise their consciousnesses and the 
evening ends in a discussion between performers and audience 
members, much like Caravan Theatre used in Cambridge in “How 
To Make a Woman.”

DOUBLE SUICIDE. Japan, 1969. 


Directed by Masahiro Shinoda, from 
the original play by Monzaemon 
Chikamatsu. With Kichiemon 
Nakamura and Shima Iwashita. At 
Park Square. 


An opening title informs the seliuss 
that the film is based upon the form of the 
Bunraku puppet play, a piece of informa- 
tion that usually promises incomprehen- 
sibility to a Western audience. Double 
Suicide is not easy to relate to — the 
characters don’t act the way Westerners 
would, and we haven’t anything remotely 
resembling their values — and -its 
theatrical form is equally unfamiliar, ex- 
otic, and, at first, confusing. Yet it is also 
an overpowering-emotional experience, so 
dramatically alive that we learn to un- 
derstand thelabyrinthine passions of its 
characters and to respond to a complex 
narrative form that startles our more 
complacent occidental habits of drama. 

Apparently a rather close adaptation of 
a classic play by the great dramatist, 
Chikamatsu, the film graphically il- 
lustrates why he is considered a Japanese 
counterpart to Shakespeare. The strong 


forward thrust of the tragic plot, the 
richly complex interactions of characters 
in a sharply etched social millieu, the con- 
creteness of emotion that imbues in- 
dividuals with profound significance: all 
suggest the Bard. It’s like discovering 
Othello for the first time. And Shinoda’s 
reinterpretation of the classic text in 
terms of daring cinematic innovations 
(which, like most good innovations, are 
solidly grounded in other traditions) 
reminds me forcibly of the Shakespearean 
inventions of Orson Welles or Peter 
Brook. 

It’s no mean trick to make such a story 


’ emotionally accessible to us. Characters 


think in terms of ending their lives when 
social and economic forces conspire 
against their deepest erotic impulses. An 
abandoned wife offers to sell herself to 
save her rival’s life since the courtesan 
who has usurped her husband’s affections 
lied to send him back to her. The clarity 
of Shinoda’s direction, the elegant 
histrionic stylizations of the cast 
(courtesan and wife are played by the 
same actress), and the formal logic of 
Chikamatsu’s dramaturgy achieve the 
kind of expressiveness that any audience 
could catch on to. Its sense of the inex- 


tricable in familial relations ultimately 
suggests medieval O’Neill.

WHITE LIGHTNING. Directed by 
Joseph Sargent, from a screenplay by 
William Norton. With: Burt 
Reynolds, Ned Beatty, Bo Hopkins, 
Matt Clark, Louise Latham. At the 
Music Hall. 


There’s no substitute for a crackling 
yarn, snappy talk, and a good-natured 
desire to enterain. White Lightning has 
all three, and not much else. It was good 
enough for the old-time movies, and it’s 
good enough for me. 

Burt Reynolds plays convicted 
moonshiner Gator McKlusky, who turns 
informer to get out of prison and avenge 
the murder of his younger brother (who 
had brought some protest to the County 
and made the mistake of calling up the 
local porker for what he was). At first the 


network of federal intimidation that 


forces cons on probation to risk death on 
pain of returning to prison makes the plot 
seem like a cracker-barrel Eddie Coyle, 
but it turns out to be a cousin to another 
Robert Mitchum film, the rum-running 
classic, Thunder Road. 

Reynolds doesn’t carry the high-voltage 
romantic stoicism of Mitchum, so White’ 
Lightning lacks the emotional resonance 


of the earlier film. Still, Reynolds gives 
his best characterization to date. There 
are an awful lot- of scenes in which he 
hasn’t any shirt on, but maybe Burt is 
best compared to Betty Grable, who 
managed to display her legs in every star- 
ring role. Who knows, maybe producers 
insist on putting it in his contract. 

The rest of the well-chosen cast 
(including Ned Beatty as a sadistic sheriff 
who carries the corruption of generations 
under his belt, and Matt Clark doing a 
very good Elisha Cook-style victim) fields 
Bill Norton’s exceptionally tuneful 
dialogue like a chorus of authentic folks. 
Norton’s wit and invention carry the 
movie over director Sargent’s sluggish 
camera and visual disorganization. After 
a painted van reading “Legalize Mari- 
juana”’ careens down the street, Reynolds 
notes wryly how if they ever did legalize 
that weed, moonshiners would lose their 
business. One feller is so hungary he could 
eat out the rear end of a hobby horse. 
There’s a respect for fundamental details 
like an awesruck closeup of a supersouped 
engine and the little coloreds hanging 
round a friendly fistfight in an alley. And 
the filmmakers understand that what 
makes car chases exciting is that we care 
about who’s chasing who, and that any 
audience worth its salt would rather root 
for the guy who’s trying to get away.

Kramer had expected he might have 
problems with the formidable personality 
of Scott, because there’d been so many 
stories of the actor’s drinking bouts and 
moodiness. But Scott turned out to be ex- 
tremely cooperative, even tolerating the 
repetitious and mundane interviews with 
the legions of visiting reporters. Scott had 
married actress Trish Van Devere just 
before shooting began, and this had un- 
doubtedly had a settling effect on his life. 
For the first few weeks of shooting, the 


_ Detroit Tigers were embroiled in a tight 


pennant race, and ultimately a pennant 
play-off against the Oakland A’s. George 
C. Scott grew up in Detroit and is an im- 
passioned fan, a friend of many of the 
Tiger players. His chauffeured limousine 
was always waiting on top of the hill, so 
that as soon as there was a break in the 
shooting he could rush down to his trailer 
and watch his color television set. He even- 
got to throw out the first ball in one of the 
games in Oakland, only 75 miles west of 
Stockton. 

One day, Scott had a lot of short takes. 
scheduled and he didn’t have time to 
return to his trailer. So he joined a bunch 
of us who were watching a portable set in 
one of the shacks on the hill. For each sub- 
sequent take, a nervous assistant director 
would have to coax Scott away from the 
television. One time, Scott returned to 
the group around the set and said with 
that gravel voice, ““What is this, a’ circle 


jerk?” 

This is a very male-orientedworld, on top 
of this hill in the San Joaquin Valley. Bet- 
ting pools for both baseball and football 
games are constantly circulating and ac- 
count for much of the conversation in the 
long, boring periods between takes. 

Although the only subject I ever dis- 
cussed with Scott was sports, I think that 
he is a very complex man who finds that 
subject a comfortable common 
denominator through which to deal with 
people in the day to day business of mak- 
ing films. A film set is not generally a 
place where people discuss esoteric ideas; 
the conversation is probably not that 
different from that in a factory in George 
C. Scott’s home town, and Scott’s ability 
to talk factory talk made him very pop- 
ular with the crew. 

There were only two women on the crew 
(which at times numbered more than a 
hundred), Faye Dunaway’s hairdresser 
and a wardrobe woman who attended to 
Dunaway. These women were young and 
attractive and constantly the butt of 
jokes, come-ons and double entendres 
from the crew — whose Jonny Carson 
mentality they seemed to enjoy, and cer- 
tainly never objected too. 

Dunaway herself seemed to waver 
between behaving in the great tradition of 
pain-in-the-ass leadingladiesandbehaving 
like a hip young actress. On the set, she 
had the aura of a star, trailed around by 
her attendants, often patronizing the crew 
members with chit-chat and pats on the 
head. But the leading lady is always 
treated like some kind of special presence 


in a big, traditional crew like this, and it 
would have been hard for her to relate to 
these men any other way. And of course 
she had the formidable job of having to 
hold her own with three very experienced 
actors. 

Off the set, Dunaway w was a somewhat 
wilted flower child, not at all the striking 
woman on screen but rather a very thin 
person in chinos, tie-dyed shirt and frizzy 
hair. The first thing she ever said to me 
was, “What’s your sign?.”” Later she ask- 
ed me if I liked Kris Krisofferson’s new 
album. 

If Dunaway’s off-ecreen behavior seem- 
ed to me inconsistent, it certainly had to 
do with the fact that this young woman 
was living with only a maid in a big rented 
house in Stockton, far from her friends 


and lovers, working very hard and under a 


great deal of pressure. 
Scott and Dunaway both lived in 
rented houses; his was a very large place 


-on a golf course in town. Scott may be 


known as a maverick actor and Dunaway 
as a hip young actress, but their agents 
made sure that they lived quite comfor- 
tably, and apart from the rest of the crew. 

For everyone else, making the film 
meant ten weeks of loneliness in a Holi- 
day Inn. For me, a very exciting discovery 
was that I could sit in my bathtub and 
watch the color television set 
simultaneously. Other people did a lot of 
drinking, and a few did a lot of reading, 
mostly from the best-seller list. 

One day Kramer asked me why I seem- 
ed so down. I explained that I didn’t much 
like bar conversation and drinking, and 


was very bored and depressed. I asked 
him what he did. He said he didn’t like 
those things either, so he worked until late 
on the next day’s set-ups, and if he 
couldn’t sleep, he took a pill. ,; 

' Like the veteran pie-eater told the 
rookie in that Alka-Seltzer commercial, 
he told me not to worry, that I’d get used 
to it.

The figures have started to come in on 
Oklahoma Crude, but it’s still a little ear- 
ly to tell if the film will make money and 
restore Kramer’s reputation as a 
successful (Hollywood style) film maker. 

Ironically, I hope the film does well so 
that Kramer can get back to making those 
“‘message”’ films the critics seem to 
deplore. For what is Stanley Kramer if 
not a militant ‘‘discarded liberal’’ 
(another of his own pet phrases), a proud 
crusader who has to know for whom he is 
rooting in his films? 

In Stockton, I came across a newspaper 
story about a black Mississippi mayor 
and his white wife. She grew up as the 
prototypical Southern girl, thinking that 
black men were to be feared. Then she 
went to see Guess Who’s Coming to 
Dinner with some friends, and-she said it 
had changed her life. 

I showed the article to Kramer,and for a 
man who showed very little emotion in 
three hard months in Stockton, he 
couldn’t keép the smile from leaking out, 
as he folded the clipping and put it in his 


pocket. 
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Jethro Tull: A PASSION PLAY 
(Chrysalis CHR 1040) 


Terry Ellis, president of Chrysalis, says 
of Ian Anderson, “In his mind, the show 
and the album are one and the same 
thing. Lyrics, music, film and packaging 
all belong together . . . .”” The key, then, to 
the music and lyrics of A Passion Play 
must be found somewhere in Ian’s 
packaging, wherein the play is interpreted 
as an actual theatrical show (as it’s sure 
to be in concert, if his treatment of Thick 
as a Brick is any guide). 

Ian posits four acts: a funeral, a 
cinema, a corporate office and a posh 
drawing room are their scenes. These cor- 
respond (roughly) to four themes that 
seem to appear in the lyrics. Artistic 
treatments of the Crucifixion are 
customarily called “‘Passions,”’ and (after 
a suitable overture) Ian plays some dirges 
on his acoustic guitar. He then proceeds 
to discuss cinematic passions with the 
Memory Bank Cinema as a setting, for 
the second act. Scenes of sex and comedy 
alternate with filmmaking images: “‘The 
dressing room is right behind/ We’ve got 
you taped, — you're in the play.” 

After an interlude by John Evan, Tull’s 
weird pianist, about ‘““The Hare who Lost 


his Spectacles,’ Act Three presents the 


' world of business as a metaphor for bad 


moral health, in the tradition of Babbitt. 
This section is about disease, and certain 
pains and ailments also were known to an- 
cient physicians as “‘passions.”’ The music 
here is harsh, abrupt, sounding like the 
ring of cash registers.The last section con- 
tains the only crummy notion of the 
album: decadence and bourgeois in- 
dolence. ‘‘Passion” would seem to be the 
opposite of ‘‘action’”’ (?). 

With all this thematic meat, it’s little 


wonder many of the ideas are tossed about — 


half-developed. There are more and 
better riffs here than in Brick, but as a 
necessary consequence, there is less unity. 
Two characteristic themes kept Brick in- 
tegral, but A Passion Play, often resembl- 
ing Brick heterodyned, has no repeated 
motifs, except for one line from the open- 
ing hymn repeated at the very end. 
Worse, the themes, which have potential, 
have to crowd each other throughout. I 
wish Ian would revert to writing songs. 

Nevertheless, these weaknesses only 
affect the interpretability of the work, and 
Ian certainly has never seemed to desire 
transparency. The music is all top-notch, 
with Anderson seriously exploiting the 
-capabilities of flute and soprano sax and 
Evan doing wondrous things on syn- 
thesizer. This is the first time Tull has 
recorded two albums with the same 
lineup, and all the players are competent, 
even if they sometimes seem to be Ian’s 
puppets. Ian is in the happy position now 
of being able to attribute the comic relief 
to the band, thus making himself seem 
like a consummately serious musician. If 
only for the discussion it will stimulate, 
it’s definitely one of the better albums of 
the year so far.

Osborne Brothers: MIDNIGHT 
FLYER (MCA Records MCA-311) 


Like other folkish forms, bluegrass is 
recovering from a purity crisis. There 
have been excesses on all sides: the 
purists have pursued a hopeless campaign 
against electrified instruments, and have 
exalted rather dull, long-haired copyists 
against innovators with real roots in the 
mountain sound. Those who want to 
assimilate have churned out some equally 
dull acoustic C&W, and praised Earl 
Scruggs’ misguided attempts to play 
“Nashville Airplane” music. 

With varying success, these three 
albums use experienced 
“assimilationists” to produce new music, 
combining the drive and integrity of 
bluegrass with the breadth of other forms. 
Doug Dillard’s album is an unqualified 
success, the best bluegrass instrumental 
album since Scruggs’s Foggy Mountain 
Banjo. Since Doug’s emergence with the 
Dillards over a decade ago, he has grown 
into a complete banjoist, adding his uni- 
que wit to Scruggs’s conceptual clarity 
and Don Reno’s variety of licks. A pioneer 
(he used an electric banjo in a group with 
Byrd Gene Clark), Doug wrote all but 
three of the challenging tunes on the 
album. 

The back-up by the Dillards and LA 
bluegrass heavies is superb. A rare 
appearance by super-guitarist Dick 
Rosmini shows a conception that matches 


Doug’s for complex harmony. (The fine 
fiddlers, uncredited, are Byron Berline 
and John Hartford.) 

Doug would probably be the best- 
known banjoist in the country were he not 
a determined hack-off and an irrepressi- 
ble cut-up. This resulted in the muddy 
production of his previous solo album 
(The Banjo Album, Together STT-1003), 
but here it has been perfectly controlled 
and channeled by producer Rodney 
Dillard. The two brothers are such 


‘temperamental opposites that they no 


longer work in the same group, but the 
tension sure makes fine records. 

If you have any doubts about this 
album, try to get the record store man to 
play the title cut. It is so far ahead of the 
Weissberg/Brickman Deliverance version, 
it’s like switching to stereo. If only Dillard 
and Rosmini would tour... . 


The Country Gentlemen have yet to use 
one electric instrument, yet as early as 
1968 they were taking flak in Bluegrass 
Unlimited for singing jazz chords. Now 
the Country Gentlemen know about as 
much about jazz as a hound dog knows 
about a side saddle, but they do sing some 
harmonies in thirds, fourths, and fifths, 
and have long used modern folk singer’s 
material with their bluegrass standards. 

On their new album, they do 
“bluegrassized” versions of songs by 
Kristofferson, Prine, Lightfoot, Steve 
Goodman, and Paul Simon. You get the 
picture. Their version of ‘House of the 
Rising Sun” owes more to Alan Price than 
to Woody Guthrie. None of the songs 
sounds quite right for bluegrass but with 
good arranging, none of them sounds 
quite wrong either. I can’t quite hear this 
album as more than muzak, although I 
like the idea and it seems to be done well. 
My favorites are the songs I know best: 
“Rising Sun” and Simon’s “Leaves That 


-Are Green.”’ Perhaps if I knew the 


Kristofferson/Prine, etc., oeuvre better, I 
would really like these slicked-down ver- 
sions. 

This is high-quality muzak, however. 
The harmony singing is lovely and inven- 
tive, the instrumental work never less 
than satisfying. It’s not at all like Lester 
Flatt singing ‘“‘Everybody must get 
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stoned” as though it were the Martha 
White flour jingle. 

The Osborne Brothers blew this one. 
Sonny (on banjo) and Bobby (on man- 
dolin) have gone a long way on close tenor 
harmony and even closer instrumental 
styles. (Their instrumental albums are 
fascinating: mandolin sounds like banjo, 
banjo would like to be mandolin.) They 
used to wear identical goatees and 
clothes, but that, thank Monroe, has 
stopped. I mean, they aren’t twins even. 

On this album they take bluegrass 
toward commercial C&W, and this turns 
out to be harder to take than Doug 
Dillard’s LA modernity or the Country 
Gentlemen use of contemporary balladry. 
I think the Osborne’s are just too close to 
bluegrass to make even the small switch 
to C&W. First those high, lonesome 
bluegrass tenors just won’t carry a song by 
Ernest Tubb, Dallas Frazer, or the 
Bryants. Such soupy stuff needs a quaver- 
ing baritone to put it over. The song that 
works vocally is “Samuel Wilder’s Will,” 
an ironic fable of the kind Tom T. Hall 
writes best. This is not Tom T. ’s writing, 
but it is almost his deadpan delivery, and 
a good song for that. 

On the instrumental side, the album is 
strong where the Nashville sidemen play 
their music, weak on the Osborne’s own 
solos. Pig Robbins shows fine country 
piano; Leon Rhodes plays nice electric 
guitar; and young Robby Osborne (Bob- 
by’s son) is a discovery on the (fie) drums. 
On the other mike, Sonny Osborne gives a 
sad display of how hard it is to play banjo 
slowly or in *% time. Take it from one who 


tried.

Eddie Harris: EXCURSIONS 
(Atlantic SD 2-311) 


“I’m so bad that I come out of any bag,” 
Eddie Harris boasted to an interviewer 
some six years back, and often, Eddie 
made good on it with the most diverse of 


jazz outputs (funky, soft ballads; intense 


modal blowing). Then came the Varitone, 
‘Listen Here’? and the Montreaux 
meeting with Les McCann. Eddie was 
reduced to only two bags: monotonous 
- soul trivia where solos are limited to in- 


flections on three-note riffs, and oc- 
casional long-lined blowing of more sub- 
stance. Always underrated, Harris 
appeared headed for (deserved) fame via 
predictability, but then a couple of years 
back he showed signs of getting back to 
business. He organized a superb quintet 
of Chicagoans (Ronald Muldrow, guitar; 
Richard Abrams, piano; Rufus Reid, bass; 
Billy James, drums) and even cut an en- 
tire album side of no-jive blowing (the se- 
cond side of Instant Death). And now, 
dipping into his heavy bag, Eddie stands 
revealed as one of the most open and 
authoritative tenor players on the scene. 
These dozen excursions signify the best 
Eddie Harris in years, and this disc will 
be one of the jazz sleepers of 1973. 

The: music in this two-record set 
originates at three distinct points in time: 
two quintet tracks, standard trumpet- 
tenor-rhythm format, from the 1965 ses- 
sion that produced ‘‘Freedom Jazz 
Dance’”’; four 1967 quartet pieces out of 
Eddie’s “Listen Here’’ date, and six new 
items with the quintet and assorted 
guests. The constants of Harris’s style 
appear during the best moments from 
each batch — his preference for long 
irregular lines, his often-hidden power 
(even when unamplified), and his excep- 
tional sound and attack, kind of a middle- 
Coltrane with a heavy dose of Getz, of all 
people. The older tracks, mostly un- 
amplified, are ungimmicked items that 
were probably left on the shelf for lack of 
commercial potential rather than lack of 


quality; only the tiresome bolero “I’m 
Lonely” should have remained there. The 
quintet features such mid-sixties 
stalwarts as Cedar Walton and Billy 
Higgins, and the music is superior stuff of 
that period: a strong medium blues, and a 
piece called ‘‘Recess’’ that somehow com- 
es off sounding dark and mysterious. The 
quartet tracks are not as well-manned, 
Jodie Christian being a rather unengaging 
pianist, but he wrote a good balad (“Of 
Age’’), and Eddie lets all stops out on 
Richard Abrams’s quirky “Aleph the 
Fool” and Sonny Rollins’s “Oleo.” 

The new material shows a greater 
awareness of keeping the customers 
satisfied, but it is still the real strength of 
the collection. It proves, among other 
things, that Harris can often put his 
menagerie of electronic effects to 
justifiable use, as in the free sections of 
“Turbulence” and in the tenor solo on 
“Inapplicable Concord” that comes on 
like Eric Dolphy’s bass clarinet. There are 
also some plain old tricks present, though 
the singing-through-the-horn gag on 
“Drunk Man” is at least done quickly and 
with hearty bravado. ‘Listen Here Goes 
Funky,” in contrast, is Harris at his most 
repetitive, with a vocal chorus that only 
makes matters worse. In contrast, the 
singing tenor solo on ‘‘Renovated 
Rhythm” and crackling reed trumpet (an 
instrument Harris plays here for purely 
musical effect) on ‘“Turbulence’’ reveal 
the benefits of leaving the button-pushing 
to engineers. 

Harris’s permanent group is one of the 
best around, strong in all chairs (except 
for the occasionally locked-in drum 
figures of James). Abrams, however, is a 
wise and adventurous musical thinker (he 
founded the AACM), Muldrow a spry 
guitarist, and Reid as good a bass player 
as any of those more renowned New York 
cats. They join together on “Turbulence” 
for a seventeen-minute assault on the far 
corners of contemporary jazz. Outside 
playing, modal swinging, funky riffing: all 
are here and all are done well. How many 
other groups could pull a piece like ‘““Tur- 
bulence” off without sounding perfunc- 
tory or academic? Eddie Harris and group 
can indeed do special things; listen and, 


like me, you might find yourself at the 
Workshop the next time they visit Boston, 
returning Eddie’s favors with an excur- 


sion of your own.

Morton Feldman: THE VIOLA IN 
MY LIFE; FALSE 
RELATIONSHIPS AND THE 
EXTENDED ENDING. Karen 
Phillips, viola; various other in- 
strumentalists. (CRI SD 276) 


These are characteristic Morton Feld- 
man pieces, in that they rigorously em- 
body the principles of “‘it-ness.”” The 
aural events happen (if that is not too 
strong a word) slowly, in spare instrumen- 
tal voicings and at low dynamic levels. 
These are interspersed with plentiful 
silences. Altogether, there is no more 
assertiveness than from a rubber plant. 

“The Viola in My Life” was composed 
for Karen Phillips, who plays here with a 
sweet wisp of a tone. A violin, cello, flute, 
clarinet, piano, and percussion are also 
involved, but in as understated a manner 
as the soloist. The effect is of 
evanescence: a brief melodic contour will 
appear in one little emanation of timbre, 
then after a silence perhaps in another, 
but not at all thereafter. Continuity does 
not seem important. If “The Viola in My 
Life”’ gives a sense of regularity, even at so © 
slow a pace, that may be because its tem- 
pi and pitches are not unconventional. 

Not so with “False Relationships and 
the Extended Ending,” for violin, cello, 
two pianos, trombone, and percussion. 
This seems more static and less focused, 
lacking a foreground or background, or 
any suggestion of Affekt. The silences 
have exact time proportions, while the 
sounds are free, according to the com- 
poser. In any case, ‘“‘False Relationships” 
is no less conducive than “‘Viola’”’ to large 
thoughts about time, movement, space, 
fragmentation, wholeness, and so on. 
There are many such in Brian O’Doher- 
ty’s wonderfully vaporous liner notes. 

One may say: It is all worth it. But 
what other than it could it, in this con- 
text, have been worth anyway?

Jackson Browne, slender, soft-spoken, a 
24-year-old southern Californian with 
graceful hands, apparently can’t decide 

- whether he wants to be a mature poet or a 

teen-age rocker. At Tanglewood a couple 

- of weeks ago, Browne sang in his strong, 

_ supple voice many of the better-known 

oa songs (“Doctor My Eyes”, “Rock Me On 
= the Water”) that appear on his only recor- 
‘ding, that year-and-a-half old, 
superlatively talented piece of work en- 

titled Saturate Before Using. But he also 

ended his 35-minute set with a couple of 

Chuck Berry hits, trading his moody 

pianism for Stones-style rhythm guitar. It 

- was rather incongruous: his unidentified 

band was, to be sure, tight and fleet, but 

Browne looked more than anything else 

like a kid imitating, say, Brian Jones. 


It slowly became clear, then, how 
Browne had written that dumbly sexist 
Eagles’ hit “Take It Easy”, along with 

-» several other songs of theirs. Browne 
knows he’s a poet, but he doesn’t yet 
accept himself as an artist of the calibre of 
James Taylor or Paul Simon (in whose 
_company he definitely belongs). First-rate 
singers (Bonnie Raitt, Linda Ronstadt) 
love his work, and it’s obvious that his 
melodies stay in the mind, that his lyrics 
are eloquent though disciplined, that his 
vision is deep and his metaphors 
remarkably consistent. But this artist, 

‘whose mother teaches English, would 
probably just as soon spend his day sun- 
ning on the beach or eyeing carhops as 
labor over songs. In any case, he is easily 
- capable of writing the charming, dated 
Everly Brothers type of song about 
pregnancy that he performed, or of an- 
nouncing onstage that “‘ ‘Rock Me On the 
' Water’ ain’t about Jesus, it’s about giris.” 
. (Before his set, Browne had been asked to 
what extent the lines about sisters of the 
sun soothing his fevered brow are 
metaphorical, to what extent he is 
genuinely Christian; his discomfort at the 
question evidently persisted.) 


Browne’s- long-awaited. second album 


~ be almost as much a result of laziness as 
of lack of inspiration. True, Browne writes 
slowly and carefully, but he looks to be in 
little hurry to duplicate previous success 
or, perhaps, excellence. Indeed, one song 
that will be on the new album, “For 
Everyman’’, sounded in no way as fine as 
. the material on the first, particularly 
since one had just heard “Adam” (with its 
lovely viola back-up) or could recall 
something like ‘‘Under the Falling Sky’. 
It’s to be hoped that Browne doesn’t 
become embarrassed at all the admiring 
scrutiny he’s received, doesn’t lose his in- 
terest in myth or his obsession with water 
and salvation, doesn’t alter his keenly 
literate posture toward lyrics and toward 
composition in general. We don’t need 
any more post-surfer adolescents, any

America, the main group, was so bad it 
was funny. They haven’t an ounce of 
talent to divide among themselves; their 
poverty-stricken songs verge on illiteracy; 
their playing embarrasses. One of them 
nods “yes” as he strums his acoustic 
guitar, another “no” — it’s a cheap way to 
help one’s vibrato. They were AM radio to 
Browne’s FM; their stage props — plants 
— provided the appropriate intellectual 
correlative to their artistry. They sang in 
feeble harmony of rodent heterosexuality, 
and of course did their Neil Young 
parody, “Horse With No Name.” (It 
should’ve been “Horse With No Mane”, 
for the boys are probably dyslexic.) This 
song’s meteorological, nominative, 
epidermal and other semantic howlers 
have never been so apparent. They 
couldn’t even segue smoothly from song to 
song, nor could they recall the name of 
their forthcoming album. 


The audience, which appeared to be 
one drunken, puking sixteen-year-old, 
loved it, and as often as was physically 
possible they stood up, fists held high. 
They also applauded the opening chords 
of songs they’d never heard (though it did 
all sound the same). When the press 
junket we were in finally scampered, un- 
able to take any more (even the promo 
people), it was like slamming off your TV 
after an unusually lousy: “In Concert.” 
Coming home all we could sing was the

Basher Cult

The Sunset Series audience at Suffolk 
Downs (ironic name!) was stoned more 
than usual. A glance at the littered field 
also indicated great consumption of 
alcohol. On the other hand, no more than 
two of Blue Oyster Cult appeared to be 


stoned: the organist in the silver lame — 


looked downed out, and the second 
guitarist, in mild biker costume, might 
have been speeding. But most members of 
this basher group of the year looked 
depressingly straight. 

Blue Oyster Cult are a critics’ band. 
They were formed, coached, and produc- 


‘ed by Sandy Pearlman, once a writer for 


Crawdaddy! magazine, the first rock jour- 
nal ever. This means two things. First, 
that Pearlman is able to use the rock 
press, where several of his old friends are 
highly placed, to hype his band, the way 
John Ned Mendelsohn prepared the world ~ 
for his band, Christopher Milk, by writing » 
the teaser article “Superstardom is “ad 
Destiny” in Rolling age. 


Second, and more ‘importent, Blue 


Oyster. Cult are able to draw on: 


,Pearlman’s wisdom and experience for 
the subtleties of how to turn an audience 
on, how to rock steady, Thus, should. 
someone say that the Cult are the best .. 
rockin’: band since Led Zeppelin, that’s.” 
because they are in several ways a distilla- 


tion of the Zep (among others). In fact, 


quite a few bands show up in the Cult’s 
composite sound. Lead guitarist Buck 
Dharma sounds like a cross between Alvin 
Lee and Wayne Kramer (of the MC5), 
with searingly fast and energetic licks 
calculated to please the crowd. Rhythmic 
elements are derived from Steppenwolf 
and Quicksilvers’ treatment of “Mona,” 
among other sources. The rhythm and 
bass players chorded in the standard 
mode usually associated with the Who, 
‘but in fact played by every: basher band 


up to and including Aerosmith. So many 


‘groups for the price of one: no wonder 
they’re so easy to like. 


Savoy Brown’s set consisted of poor im- 
itations of “Tell Mama” alternated with 
selections from their new album, Jack Off 
a, Toad; security wouldn’t let me 
backstage to chat with the Cult and es- 
cape this heinous follow-up act. But by 
the time Kim Simmonds‘ got to his encore 
of the ‘Delerium .Tremens Boogie,” I 
reflected that anything the Cult wanted 
to say had already been conveyed in 
spades by their pals at Creem and Rolling 
Stone. It remains to be seen to what ex- 


tent critics are molders of the public 
taste. I do like the Cult’s professionalism, 
but I can see where it would be possible to 
resent their presentation of “rock-by-the- 
numbers.” Certainly they’ll never replace 
J. Geils in the hearts of students of the 
bash. There’s only room in my heart, 
however, for one such American band, 
and it might as well’ be the polished and 
precise Blue Oyster Cult as any of the 
muddy favorites.

I don’t believe Tommy was intended for 
the stage— or “Jesus Christ, Superstar” 
either, for that matter. Where would Ted 
Neeley, fast becoming the jive messiah 
of all time, be today if I were in charge of 
rock ‘n’ roll road show packages? 
Probably back home in Ranger, Texas 
shining windshields—he himself says it 
was a choice between stardom and the 
pumps. (Hi Jesus, fill it up with my ration 
of regular and while you’re at it, could you 
take a look at my psoriasis?) 

But aesthetics are never the primary 
consideration of the promoters. And seen 
from the unique perspective of a certain 
bankbound mentality, “staging” Tommy 
is a super idea. Probably, you figure, the 
same 3% million kids who bought the 
Who’s superlative recording of their rock 
opera plus all the latterday disciples of 
Ted Neeley, Superstar (how crafty to 
launch the roadshow. package Tommy 
directly in the wake of the Norman 
Jewison “Superstar” in which Neeley 
plays the Big Part) plus the legions of 
hangers-on who just like going to concerts 
and smoking dope in public—they’ll all 
be there. And they don't know until their 
cash is in your coffers that A. your squeal- 
ing amplification system is a poor match, 
despite the clear ability of the roadshow 


. musicians, for the sophisticated equip- 


ment of a recording studio and B. the 
“staging” consists of sandwiching a cast 
of eleven, an entire rock orchestra with 
conductor and necessary paraphernalia, 
and a huge, scalloped projection screen 
onto a stage that would cramp Lawrence 


Welk. But then I wouldn’t advertise stan-: 


dard light show gimmicks, a la college 
rock concert, as “never-before-seen mixed 
media projection techniques”—which 


once again shows how little I know: 


Ted Neeley, the “Tommy” cast, William Daniel Grey. 


You may or may not know after listen- 
ing to the Who’s rock opera—the first and 
certainly the most authentic of the 
genre—that Tommy is about a child, the 
victim of traumatic blindness, who 
becomes first, a. pinball wizard and later, 
a kind of seer and something of a mystic 
superstar. But eventually his devotees 
turn on him (Take heed, Guru Maharaj 
Ji), and he renounces all this public 
spiritualism and its faddish ac- 
couterments for private fulfillment via 
one woman’s love. Whether or not you get 
all of that doesn’t make a whole hell of a 
lot of difference—Peter Townshend of the 
Who has forbade the intrusion of ex- 
pository dialogue to make it all 
“clearer” —since the music is the thing. 

And unlike a lot of rock music (the kind 
which is perhaps enhanced by screeching 
sound equipment and microphone feed- 
back; certainly it doesn’t hurt it much), 
Tommy is a lot more than noise. 
Townshend's music is loud, penetrating, 


pulsating and virtually without inhibi- 
tion. And throughline or no throughline, it 
is probably one of the most consistently 
fine hours (an hour and a quarter, actual- 
ly) of rock music ever put together on an 
album. 

But to say that Tommy gains nothing 
in its transition from the recording to the 
stage is to put it too kindly. It seems to me 
that if something quite thrilling, musical- 
ly, is to be given visual, tactile expression, 
it cannot be accomplished with a halfway 
job. Either Tommy must be staged, really 
staged with the same lack of inhibition 
that characterizes the score, or we are best 
left to the music and our imaginings. 

The “production” last week at the 
Orpheum was a halfway job. It was 
allotted neither space nor thought, and 
every time one of the principals, tied to a 
standing mike and the area covered by his 
shoes, got carried awayand kicked or spun 
too hard, he knocked over.a microphone- 
or a music stand. And once, the conductor 


had to stop conducting and pick up 
someone’s sheet music which had gone 
flying in the whoosh of a Neeley shuffle. 
The projections which were, for the most 
part, pretty routine stuff—Greek 
statuary, bare branches, a big eyeball, 
basic kaleidoscope—became singularly 


fascinating because of their inaccessibili- - 


ty. Situated at the back of the small stage 
behind the gyrating chorus, the entire 
orchestra, and Neeley on high (both live 
and in silhouette), all that was visible of 
the projection screen were the edges. 

It is to the musicians’ credit that they 
were able to give us Tommy at all under 
the circumstances. Neeley, and par- 
ticularly William Daniel Grey, lent a kind. 
of presence—one funky, the other 
Messianic—and all applied themselves to 
the music with the kind of frantic urgency 
that is at its root. It is the moneygrubbers, 
the producers, the promoters, that one 
finds it difficult to excuse. But then, I 
guess they know the score.

GERALDO RIVERA’S GOOD 

- NIGHT, AMERICA. ABC Wide

_ It seems graceless to look a benediction 
_ in the moustache, but this land was made 
_ of mixed blessings and one ought to look 
- carefully, if gracelessly. The verdict still 
. trickles in on Geraldo Rivera and his 
_ “Good Night, America” special for ABC’s 
Wide World of Entertainment. Reviews 
_ are mixed. Drunkards despise him, sober 
men of judgement back him and most 
folks continue watching Johnny Carson. 
-. But if the Nielsens give him a vote of con- 
_ fidence, ABC has an option for eight more 
of the shows, tentatively slotted for late- 
night Saturdays. 


Rivera began as an activist lawyer in 

-. New York’s Puerto Rican community, 
“. joining WABC’s happy-talk news team 
* when they started hiring residents of the 
* City. His documentaries on Willowbrook 
‘© (a dreary pen for retarded kids) and “The 
Littlest Junkies’’ (about new-born 
‘children inheriting withdrawal symptoms 
+. from their addicted mothers) drew critical 
+ acclaim and popular response, especially 
‘welcome at the weak-sister network. 
? Geraldo looks a lot like the One to Whom 
3 little children should be suffered to come, 
‘but his pieces could never disrupt the 

. happy-talk rhythm of the evening news 

beyond provoking gasps of sentimental 


| shell- shock that in the long run serves. 


only to sell pain-relievers. 


-  Geraldo’s worst lapse is in his mistak- 
ing himself for Ed Murrow. He debuted 
'. with his own remake of Chet Huntley’s 

remake of the Murrow-Friendly “Harvest 
of Shame,”’ which is about migrant 
_ workers and was recently reshown on 
+ “CBS News Retrospective.” TV, unfor- 
i tunately, shows signs of becoming self- 
; conscious in the same way as nostalgia- 
radio and 


claiming roots without enlarging much 
upon them. 

Murrow, for his part, was a faceless pro 
with a very ordinary heart of gold. He ex- 
pected no monuments and was certainly 
no more courageous (or interesting to 
himself) than the unfortunates he 


photographed. Only the round-heeled. 


pushovers of TV would single him out as a 
standard-bearer. 

With Rivera, the medium is the 
message. The son-in-law of Kurt 
Vonnegut, he seems to boost himself as 
some sort of Big Brother to Billy Pilgrim. 
His ability to animate dope-addicts, his 
intercession with the seamy side, his bed- 
side manner, his voice of conscience. He 
could ‘explain’ the Indochina War to my 
ancient aunts in Kansas without disrup- 
ting Christmas dinner, but so could Joan 
Baez. Is that peace with honor? 


Rivera did not transcend himself. He 
showed some of his old work — “The 
Littlest Junkie” was powerful, as simple 
photographs of devastation always are — 
but saved it until last (a time-slot Carson 
saves for ecologists) and nothing that 
went before was worthy of it. He invoked 
the example of Ed Sullivan — again, 
nostalgia — as he introduced a studio 
studded with stars attending his opening. 
Should I care if George Plympton likes 
him? He cited Peter Max as a leading 
visual artist and that level of visual in- 
tegrity prevailed. The decor was ‘studio 
realistic’ which means that he walked 
through pools of gloom on his way from 
spot to spot. The director missed nary a 
shot at a low-angle profile and seemed to 
think that the back of a talking head is 
somehow better than the front. This was 
camp on “The Johnny Cash Show” and 
barely belongs on record jackets. Mixed 
with politics, it’s the sort of stuff that 
can make McGovern’s chin look even 
weaker than it is. 

The show kicked off with nostalgic 


photo-animated (the camera pans 
publicity stills while the beat goes on.) 
views of the Beatles. Divided in two parts, 
the piece straddled the first commercial 
as an audience-holder and sided with 
John and Yoko against Paul, but urged 
us to let it be. Then the ‘harvest of fame.’ 
Geraldo trotted out Ted Kennedy (inter- 
viewed a la Charlie Guggenheim’s walk- 
ing and talking, shirtsleeve-solon-as 
solomon-style of election commercials) 
and Cesar Chavez (bowed to in a Mike 
Wallace high chair, with comments that 
could be embroidered on a union-made 
sampler) and even a real migrant worker 
(queried to speculate on his certain 
chances of living unhappily ever after). 
And we got the de riguer footage of 
cameramen being evicted from substan- 
dard properties, although Chet Huntley 
showed as much and named bad names — 
Coca Cola, not Kennedy or Chavez. 


About the remaining segment — 15 
minutes of kissy-face with Carole King 
(whose lyrics get ground out with as much 
speed and thought as most TV shows) — 
the less said the better. The songs remind- 
ed me of Helen Reddy’s “I am Woman” 
which Sonya Hamlin had rolled especially 
over the credits to her noontime talk show 
earlier that day on WBZ — after the show 


in which we saw the delivery of Sally’s. 


long-awaited baby. The song, you may 
recall, asserts the invincibility of 
womanhood and rhymes words like ‘pain’ 
and ‘gain.’ 

Although Sonya’s idea — following peo- 
ple through a continuing process of their 
lives — was more idiomatic to television 
than anything Geraldo came up with, she 
seemed apologetic for the crotch shot at 
the climax (though I’ll bet it was reverent- 
ly received in barrooms across the Hub, 
but Sally was mainly concerned that she 
hadn’t time to shave her legs on the way 
to the hospital. This was not the first full- 
frontal delivery on the tube — the Barons 


did a fine piece called “Birth and Death” 
for Public Broadcasting Lab several years 
back, which won popular acclaim for the 
birth segment but general revulsion for 
the segment on the death of a cancer vic- 
tim. Rivera’s little junkie curiously 
managed to compact that contradiction 
while Sonya fluttered in the face of it. But 
overall, Geraldo has much in common 
with her. And with Carson. Perhaps 
enough to succeed. So it goes.

Some good things about the 
supreme court obscenity rulings 


Some have suggested that, by analogy, 
General Motors would go out of business 
if it had to conform to local safety codes 
for distribution of cars to different areas of 
the country. Is MGM’s corporate life more 
valuable to the nation than . . . well, just 
what is it’s value? Big-time movie writers 
and directors — the sort asked to com- 
ment on the rulings by the national media 
— are bound to deplore the rulings 
because they threaten the big budgets 
these men get to throw around in service 
of their careers. But suppose this country 
reversed its trends toward mindless im- 
aginative homogenization and spawned 
regional production houses. This idea was 
enshrined by the Carnegie Commission 
when it studied good ideas for the struc- 
ture of Public Television programming. 
Many of our best authors have been 
regional writers (Faulkner) and some of 
them burned out when they tried to be 
universal or New Yorkish (Tennessee 
Williams). Is the convenience of the 
national production houses a major issue? 
Have they used their big budgets to 
develop honest photographic integrity, or 
have they censored themselves so 
slavishly to pandering levels of mediocrity 
that their audience has come to expect 
plotuves that show only the Pisney ver- 
sion? 
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Books: False Starting Over

Starting Over by Dan Wakefield. 
Press/ Seymour Lawrence

Dan Wakefield is a Beacon Hill resi- 
dent, a contributing editor of The Atlan- 
tic Monthly, a fine reporter, and author of 
five nonfiction books including the ex- 
cellent Supernation at Peace and War. 

In 1970, with Going All the Way, he 
made a foray into fiction, and now, with 
the publication of a second novel, he 
seems to have made a change in life, 
crossing that thin but well-drawn line 
that separates novelists from reporters. 

Starting Over is set right here in the 
Hub during 1970, which gives it 
something in the way of local interest, but 
the novel seems doomed from the begin- 
ning and ends up like a twisted cross 
between a groovey-young-moderns soap 
opera and the Boston Yellow Pages. 

Philip Potter, a 34-year-old New York 
public relations man gets divorced after 
four years of marriage and no children. 
His friends call him “lucky.” Instead of 
going to work one day, he takes a train to 
Boston, and while riding, recalls a 
magazine article he had read about “how 
different guys in middle age had com- 
pletely changed their lives, had left 
lucrative but. unstaisfying jobs and 
careers and even professions and set out 
to find true fulfillment, even though it 
meant less money and prestige and more 
hardships.” 

Potter goes this route, taking a job at 
Gilpen Junior College, “‘one of the many 
brownstone schools of higher education on 
Beacon Street,” teaching two sections of 
Contemporary Communication in a 
Media-Oriented - Society (freshman 
English) and seminar in public relations. 
He rents a house in Cambridge and starts 
looking for meaningful relationships. 

First, a divorced doctor of chemistry, 
_ but that leads to nothing but cog au vin at 
her place. Next, a divorcee with two 


Dreyfus, dinner at Ommonia [sic], they 
screw, and that’s that. 

Then comes Marilyn Crashaw, a 
divorced personnel worker for United In- 
surance who lives on Beacon Hill. He 
takes her to Jimmy’s Harborside. They 
talk. They drink Scotch. They have 
dinner at her place. They drink martinis. 
He sends her roses. They make love. 

“T love you,” one says. 

“Oh, I love you,” says the other. 

They go to see The Wild Child. They go 
to the Jazz Workshop on Boylston Street. 
They drink more Scotch and more 
matinis. They see a Bunuel film at the Or- 
son Welles Cinema. They eat at Casa 
Mexico. She buys a copy of The Sensuous 
Woman and treats him to ““The Sylvan 
Swirl,’ a sort of glorified blow-job.” They 
eat at Joyce Chen’s. Théy watch Johnny 
Carson. And soon they realize that it’s 
over, but agree that they need each other. 
They become friends, allies against the 
world. 


From these ecstatic heights, the novel ‘ 


slides through Marilyn’s affair with a 
wealthy New York psychiatrist and 
Potter’s one night stands, his dates, his 
inability to relate well modern women. He 
finally meets a southern belle, an old- 
fashioned sugar-dumpling from Georgia. 
He takes her to dinner at the Locke Ober 


Cape. He sends her yellow roses. He takes 
her to lunch at Joseph’s. He takes hertoa ; 
Sunday afternoon concert at the Gardner 


Museum. They plan to marry. Marilyn 
talks about moving to the Southwest. 
Potter and his belle have a charming little 
wedding on Cape Cod and the novel ends 
with everyone calling Potter a “lucky 
man.” 

He is, of course, no luckier than he was 
after his divorce — neither the married 
nor the single life is all that hot, according 
to Wakefield. Even his minor characters 
are unfulfilled, whether married, single or 
divorced. This is probably true enough in 
life, but the novel is not convincing. 

Wakefield has a hard time making his 


characters sound real, as if they live, 
breathe. Too often they are pat, too with- 
it, a little too much into the contemporary 
scene. At other times, they are simply sil- 
ly, embarrassing stereotypes: someone’s 
idea of hip. 

When Potter and Marilyn visit a stu- 
dent at a commune, for example, a girl 
says, “I wanted to go to South America, 
even found out about a job on a freighter, 
but they wouldn’t take me on, just 
because I was a chick. . . You know, I 
mean, it really shits when a chick can’t 
ship out on a freighter.”’ Another young 
girl, a 20-year-old Barnard student that — 
Potter dates, takes LSD and sees “the 
devil on his ceiling.’’ Every time 
“Wakefield tries to deal with anyone under 
about 33, he goes down kicking. 


He also tries hard to put his characters 
in realistic settings — drinks at Jake 
Wirth’s, the Hotel, Cronin’s in Cam- 
bridge, Trader Vic’s; food from Elsie’s, 
cheeseburgers at Brigham’s, deliveries 
from the Leaning Tower of Pizza, 
prescriptions from the Medical Arts Phar- 
macy at Harvard Square; walks in the 
Public Gardens and on the Common; 
Cutty Sark, Metrecal, The Globe, Sara 
Lee cheesecake, Chef Boy-ar-de Spanish 
tice, Norelco razors, Emko foam — but ° 
little of this name-dropping is necessary, 
and none of it makes Philip Potter and 
company any more real. 


Starting Over tries to be a novel of the- 
way-we-live-now, a fictional manner and. 
morals chronicle. of young divorced 
= America in the 1970s, but it misses, like 

bad Elliot Gould cops-and-hippies 
movies, trying to incorporate the whole 
unfulfilled thirty-ish Boston-Cambridge 
luminary martini and Ritalin scene into 
too small of a scope, and lacking the type 
4 of realism — the type of honest-to- 
goodness reporting and characterization 
— that Wakefield has done so well in the 
past, before he decided to do his writing 
from his easychair.
